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TELEVISION IN WAR 


HDB rapid war-time development of 

American television began with at- 
tempts to surpass the effectiveness of the 
Japanese suicide corps with scientifically 
superior radio-controlled torpedoes. 

With this beginning in 1934, (at that 
early date we were aware of Japanese 
plans to guide aerial weapons by a Sui- 
cide Corps), television advanced in devel- 
opment to be of tactical advantage to the 
Navy in World War II, with applications 
that give great promise for both military 
and civilian enterprises in the future. 
Military use of airborne television was 
demonstrated 21 March at the Anacostia, 
D. C., Naval Air Station, and announce- 
ment was made simultaneously of peace- 
time plans for electronics equipment for 
civilian convenience. 

While the aerial bomb was still the 
most efficient flying weapon, Dr. V. K. 
Zworykin, director of the RCA electronics 
research laboratory, began in 1934 to de- 
velop a radio-controlled torpedo to be 
guided to its target with short-wave radio 
control while “electronic eyes” in the tor- 
pedo indicated to its operator the accu- 
racy of his aim. Although this weapon 
Was originally conceived as an improve- 
ment on the Kamikaze corps, its develop- 
ment along with airborne television and 
the proximity fuze provides a useful basis 
for more general use of television tech- 
niques. 

Present applications of television fol- 
low up prophetic statements made by 
Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff as long ago as 
April, 1923, when he predicted that “tele- 
vision will come to pass in due course,” 
bringing sight as well as sound to the 
radio audience. At the 1939 World Fair in 
New York he introduced television as a 
service and an industry, and NBC’s pio- 
heer television station, WNBT, atop the 
Empire State Building, began regularly 
Scheduled telecasting. 

In the Army Signal Corps during the 
war General Sarnoff continued with his 
Scientists to perfect electronics equipment 
for military use. With the Bureau of 
Ships and the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
NBC and RCA, he pioneered the develop- 
ment of the “Ring” type television. which 
was installed in Navy planes in 1943 for 
experiment. The Ring equipment employs 
two cameras, one in the nose and one in 
the waist of a plane, and is a light unit 
comparable to those that may be expected 
for portable ground equipment for news 
coverage. 

The “Block” type television is a heavier 
unit, comparable to units in use for home 
television receivers. 

War-time uses of television, heretofore 
kept secret, included: 

1. Application as “eyes” in remote-con- 
trolled aircraft and surface craft, such as 
directing pilotless, overage bombers or 
crash boats laden with explosives against 
enemy targets. 

2. For observation of gun-fire and re- 
connaissance in connection with amphib- 
ious landings. 

. Use in observation planes for gen- 
eral artillery spotting, gun control, map-

Research Bureau For Navy 

The House Naval Committee held hear- 
ings this week on H. R. 4317, legislation 
to establish an Office of Naval Research 
in the Office of the Secretary of the Navy. 
Following the testimony of Rear Admi- 
ral Harold G. Bowen, jr., who is head 
of the present Bureau of Research, a 
wartime set-up in the Navy, the Com- 
mittee decided to introduce a new Dill 
instead of submitting an amended bill. 
The new bill, H. R. 5911, has been in- 
troduced and reported. 

The new Bureau will have over it a 
Chief of Naval Research to be appointed 
by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate; would hold 
office for not to exceed 3 years; and 
would be chosen from among officers not 
below the grade of commander on the 
active list. The Chief of this bureau 
would also report to the Chief of Naval 
Operations, and would have the rank, 
pay, allowances, and retirement privi- 
leges prescribed for chiefs of bureaus in 
the Navy Department. 

The Office of Naval Research will be 
charged with such duties as the Secre- 
tary of the Navy may prescribe “relat- 
ing to (1) the encouragement, promotion, 
planning, initiation, coordination, and 
control of all naval research; (2) the 
conduct of naval research in augmenta- 
tion of and in conjunction with the re- 
search and development conducted by the 
respective bureaus and other agencies 
and offices of the Navy Department; and 
(3) the supervision, administration, and 
control of activities within or on behalf

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To Hold More Hearings 
On Army Retirements 


Further hearings on the War Depart- 
ments proposals for forced eliminations 
of officers and new, liberalized retirement 
provisions for officers, and former offi- 
cers, of all categories, probably will be 
held next week before Senator Maybank’s 
subcommittee of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs. 

While War Department representa- 
tives will be present and prepared to give 
the subcommittee any data it desires, the 
hearings are primarily for those repre- 
sentatives of the Reserve and National 
Guard Associations, and the American 
Legion, all of whom appeared to be taken 
by surprise by the War Department’s pro- 
posals and, according to committee at- 
taches, wanted more time in which to 
prepare their comments on the bill. 

Among members of the House and Sen- 
ate there is a general agreement that 
some measure embodying the general 
principles proposed by the Department 
will be enacted. There has been a grow- 
ing feeling in favor of some form of se- 
lection in the Army, so that the “selec- 
tion out” proposals gained quick support. 

There seemed to be particular gratifica- 
tion over the Department’s recommenda- 
tions that when enlisted men who have 
served faithfully as officers become eligi- 
ble for retirement they be retired with the 
rank and pay of the highest grade in 
which they served satisfactorily. This is 
more generous than the warrant-officer- 
pay plan used after World War I and 
urged in many quarters for this war. 
There was a feeling, however, that the 
War Department’s suggestion that the 
fourth pay period be the highest to which 
such officers be eligible was not fair in 
view of the fact that existing law for the 
Navy places no such upper limits, nor is 
there any upper limits for Reserve and 
National Guard personnel. 

Brig. Gen. Ira P. Swift, USA, who pre- 
sented the case to the committee so ably 
last week, also gave the committee a sec- 
tion by section analysis of the Depart- 
ment’s bill, the full text of which was 
published in the AkRMy AND Navy JourR- 
NAL last week. 

Section 101, he said, authorizes the Sec- 
retary of War to remove any officer from 
the active list in the manner prescribed : 
102 requires the convening annually of 
the selection board which shall review 
the records of officers on the active list; 
103 provides for the hearing; 104 pro- 
vides for a hearing before a review board 
convened by the Secretary of War; 105 
guarantees officers the rights to hearings, 
counsel and access to records; 106 pre- 
scribes discharge or retirement rates; 107 
provides for a re-hearing by a review 
board for officers removed under Public 
Law 190. Records of officers recommend- 
ed by the Secretary of War for restora- 
tion to duty would be sent to the Presi- 
dent; 108 contains administrative regu- 
lations; 109 repeals 24(b) of the Na- 
tional Defense Act and Public 190. 

Section 201 creates 2 retired lists—one, 
of the Regular Army officers, and one for 
non-regulars. This “will eliminate the 
present limited and unlimited lists which 
are obsolete and have no significance,” 
according to the War Department.

Honor General Richardson 

Lt. Gen. Robert C. Richardson, jr., 
reached the climax of an outstanding mil- 
itary career recently when he relin- 
quished command of United States Army 
Forces, Middle Pacific, a duty to which 
he was assigned on 9 June, 1943. 

General Richardson’s command in June, 
’43, was confined to the Hawaiian De- 
partment, but in a short time both the 
area and the responsibilities of his as- 
signment grew to tremendous propor- 
tions. Within two months, the first ex- 
pansion took place, when the command 
became the United States Army Forces in 
the Central Pacific Area. Exactly one 
year later, it was more than doubled in 
becoming the United States Army Forces 
in the Pacific Ocean Areas. 

Simultaneous with this expansion, 
General Richardson’s personal recom- 
mendations to the President that martial 
law be abolished and that an executive 
order embodying security measures only 
be substituted therefore. With the Presi- 
dent’s concurrence, General Richardson 
voluntarily relinquished the Military 
Governorship, a position which he had 
held since June of 1943. 

When, in 1945, the Command changed 
its name to United States Armed Forces 
Middle Pacific, and became one of Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur’s major eche- 
lons, General Richardson retained his 
mission, troops and his Army command 
in Hawaii, the Marshalls, Gilberts, Mari- 
anas, the Volcanoes, Western Carolines, 
New Caledonia, The Solomons, and many 
other island groups in the South Pacific. 

During his last week of command in 
the Middle Pacific, General Richardson 
has been honored by the Military and 
Naval leaders of his country, along with 
civilian dignitaries in the Honolulu Com- 
munity. 

On 14 March, Admiral John H. Towers, 
Commander in Chief of the Pacific Fleet, 
awarded the Navy Distinguished Service 
Medal to the General. An Oak Leaf Clus- 
ter in lieu of a second Distinguished 
Service Medal had been awarded earlier 
by the Army. 

In an unusual farewell luncheon, ten- 
dered him by the citizens of Hawaii, Gen- 
eral Richardson was honored by many 
of Honolulu’s outstanding community 
members. M. B. Carson, president of the 
Honolulu Chamber of Commerce, in a 
speech at the luncheon typifying the ap- 
preciative comments made, said: 


“The General’s accomplishments in the 





prosecution of a war require no further com- 
mendations. Retroactive criticisms are now 
being expressed as to the application of his 
authority within the homeland. Casualties in 
war cannot be avoided—both of defensive and 
offensive nature. Those boys who were drafted 
and ordered to the fighting fronts and who 
gave of their very lives invoked no ques- 
tions of civic rights. The sacrifice of techni- 
ealities by those who remained at home and 
escaped such perils was but feeble and to be 
expected. 

“Predicated on such presumptions and sup- 
ported by the somewhat loosely defined mar- 
tial law, our General Richardson exercised 
his authority with America’s security as his 
sole motive, and with marked discretion. 

“Now, on the eve of his departure from 
our Islands, he may be assured that the dis- 
satisfactions expressed on behalf of a few in- 
dividuals are but a minor discord. Our com- 
munity is truly grateful. And in his respect 
resolutions adopted by the Territorial Legis- 
lature and by the Directors of this very Cham- 
ber offer ample supporiing evidence.” 

General Richardson’s staff officers ten- 
dered him a farewell luncheon at the 
Fort Shafter Officers Club Saturday noon 
and met with him at 1500 that day to be 
presented to their new acting Command- 
ing General, Maj. Gen. George F. Moore. 

At the airport to see General Richard- 
son off were many of his officers and 
their wives, as well as Adm. John H. 
Towers, CINCPAC; Vice Adm. Sher- 
woode A. Taffinder, Commandant of the 
14th Naval District in Hawaii; Major 
General Moore, and Maj. Gen. Clark L. 
Ruffner, Chief of Staff of Army Forces 
MIDPAC. 


Navy Training Program 

The House Naval Committee started 
hearings this week on H.R. 5426, to pro- 
vide for the training of officers for the 
naval service. 

Vice Adm. Louis E. Denfeld, Chief of 
Naval Personnel, told the committee that 
the bill is based on a plan formulated 
by a special Navy Department Board of 
which Adm. John L. Holloway, jr., USN, 
was the senior member. 

Admiral Denfeld stated that the legis- 
lation has 5 primary objectives: 

“(1) To secure a continuing supply of fully 
qualified officers for the Navy from sources 
sufficiently varied to insure flexibility ade- 
quate to meet any emergency and sufficiently 
broad to insure that all young men of ability, 
whether civilian or enlisted, may have the 
opportunity to qualify for a career as a naval 
officer. 

“(2) To provide a constantly replenished 
reservoir of young, vigorous Reserve officers. 

“(3) To provide a large number of qualified 
junior officers for short-term service, and 
thus obtain a distribution of officers by rank 
consistent with the needs of the service. 

“(4) To provide education and training for 
all officers of the Regular Navy which will 
insure that they be brought to a high level 
of competence and military character. 

“(5) To provide for continuing education 
at every level of a Naval officer’s career.” 

According to Admiral Denfeld, “the 
legislation authorizes and implements a 
method by which the necessary officer 
candidates to supplement the output of 
the Naval Academy can be educated in 
civilian colleges and universities through 
modified versions of the existing Naval 
Reserve Officers Training Corps and the 
Naval Aviation Preparatory Program.” 

By the proposed plan, short-term junior 








officers would be transferred to the Naval 
Reserve rather than to the retired list if 
not needed by the Navy in higher ranks. 

Ensigns from whatever source derived 
would have identical designations — en- 
signs in the Regular Navy, with the same 
training and the same opportunities for 
promotion it was said. 

NROTC trainees would be subsidized to 
the extent of the cost of tuition and $50 
per month during 4 years in college, with 
the agreement that when commissioned 
they will serve from 15 months to 3 years 
as junior officers in the Regular Navy. 
Those electing to make a career of the 
Navy and who are selected for retention 
after that period will remain; the others 
would be transferred to the Ready Re- 
serve. 

Aviation candidates would be subsi- 
dized in the form of educational oppor- 
tunities, according to Admiral Denfeld. 
The initial period of college education 
would be 2 years because “experience has 
shown that 20 is the most desirable age 
for aviation training.” “Completion of 
education, after flight training and sea 
duty, is planned by an appropriate course 
at the Naval Academy or at another loca- 
tion for those to be retained in the Reg- 
ular Navy, and at civilian colleges for 
those to be transferred to the Naval Re- 
serve.” 

Hearings on the legislation will be re- 
sumed 1 April. 





Navy’s Civilian Advisors 

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal has in- 
vited prominent civilians to serve on an 
advisory committee on non-military mat- 
ters. It is expected that the committee 
will comprise 40 or more members. 
Names of personnel are being withheld 
now but will be announced later. 

The letter of invitation from Secretary 
Forrestal states: 

“The Committee will be asked to give ad- 
vice whereby the life of the men in the naval 
service will be made as interesting, instruc- 
tive and attractive as possible. Suggestions 
will be sought on Navy morale and welfare, 
education of reserves, preparation for return 
to civilian life, and similar problems. Fur- 
thermore, comments from such a group of 
citizens on naval policies and practices which 
are misunderstood or disapproved by the 
public will, we believe, be helpful. 

“The Committee will not be involved in 
military matters or in controversial ques- 
tions. Members of the Committee, however, 
will be free to express opinions on any mat- 
ter connected with the Navy.” 


25th Inf. Reconstituted 

The 25th Infantry Regiment composed 
of Negro troops which has a history of 
service dating back to 1869, is being re- 
constituted, and the nucleus for the or- 
ganization will march in the Army Day 
parade in Washington on 6 April, as the 
25th Combat Team, it was announced this 
week by General Jacob L. Devers, Com- 
manding General, Army Ground Forces. 


To Reduce Colonels 
Further reduction in grade whereby 
500 colonels will be reduced to the rank 
of lieutenant colonels 1 May was an- 
nounced 28 March by the War Depart- 
ment. Further reductions will be made at 
a later date. 








General Officer Reductions 

Of the brigadier generals whose rever- 
sion to the grade of colonel during the 
first three months of the year has been 
announced, 58 are or were at the time of 
reduction serving in the European The- 
ater. Of the number 23 have elected to 
remain on duty in the theater, 29 are re- 
turning to the United States for reassign- 
ment outside the theater and six are re- 
tiring for voluntary or for physical rea- 
sons. 


2nd Armored a Regular Div. 

Designation of the Second Armored 
Division, as a permanent Regular Army 
peacetime unit, with station at Camp 
Ilood, Texas, has been announced by Gen- 
eral Jacob L. Devers, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Army Ground Forces. 


OCS for Enlisted Regulars 

Having received inquiries regarding 
the attendance at officer candidate 
schools of Regular Army enlisted men, 
the War Department points out that the 
status of such men with respect to OCS 
is the same as that of enlisted men of 
the Army of the United States. 

Pending changes in regulations, no en- 
listed man or warrant officer who holds 
a reserve commission or appointment in 
the AUS will be eligible for attendance at 
OCs. 











War Leaders to be Elder 


Statesmen 

Acting under the bill providing perma- 
nent five-star rank for the four generals 
and four admirals who held that tem- 
porary rank during the war and perma- 
nent four-star rank for General A. A. 
Vandegrift, USMC, and Admiral R. R° 
Waesche, USCG, President Truman this 
week sent nominations of the ten officers 
to the Senate. 

At the same time, President Truman 
announced a plan whereby these officers 
will constitute a permanent organization 
of elder statesmen for national defense 
which will serve directly under him. 
President Truman observed that the pro- 
visions of the new law for full pay and 
allowances allows continuation of public 
service by the officers in question. 

The nominations as received by the 
Senate 28 March are as follows: 

To be Generals of the Army in the Reg- 
ular Army of the United States: George 
C. Marshall, Douglas MacArthur, Dwight

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Atom Bomb Tests 


Whatever may be the political or inter- 
national reasons for postponement of the 
Atom bomb tests, Operations Crossroads 
commanders now say that they belive 
they an now go forward with the plan- 
ning and execution of their first test now 
scheduled for 1 July. 

Vice Admiral W. H. P. Blandy, USN, 
announced on 28 March that the three 
pranches of the service—Army, Navy, 
and Army Air Corps—agree completely 
on plans for the first test. This followed 
announcement of membership of a sev- 
en-man Evaluation Board that will serve 
with his command, with direct responsi- 
bility to the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Admiral Blandy said that the planners 
feel little concern about weather condi- 
tions, including the typhoon _ season, 
which were considered a possible incon- 
venience that might cause even further 
postponement. 

Although typhoons may originate in 
the Marshalls, he said, their force is usu- 
ally greater in areas to the west, and 
doudy sky, more rain, and slightly in- 
creased wind velocity which might be 
expected will not be enough to halt the 
tests. Weather records for the same peri- 
od last year show 25 per cent of the days 
were entirely good and another 25 per 
cent would have offered some promise 
for successful conduct of the tests. 

Legal authority to destroy ships by 
atom-bombing is still pending, however. 
H. J. Res. 307, which would authorize 
the Navy to destroy ships other than by 
the usual survey procedure, has been ap- 
proved by the Senate Naval Affairs com- 
mittee, and is on the Senate calendar for 
flor consideration. This will have to be 
passed by the Senate and signed by the 
President before the bomb tests may take 


place. 

This bill, in authorizing destruction 
and tests on naval vessels, directs the 
President to appoint an 11-man board 


consisting of five civilians and six officers, 
three from each service including an avia- 
tor from each service; and enjoins per- 
sonnel connected with the operation to 
take necessary security measures to safe- 
guard lessons learned. 

Admiral Blandy stated that the objects 
of the test are to determine how to use 
atomic power in the best interests of the 
country, and to develop means of defense. 

The object is not a question of proof 
or disproof to determine the future of 
the Navy or Air Forces, he said, and no 
“devious” plans have been made to ar- 
range the target in any order except to 
inflict maximum damage to the bulls-eye 
ships and graduated damage outward. 
The target array bears no relation to 
task force or anchorage formations, Ad- 
miral Blandy declared, at the same time 
winting out that 23 ships will be grouped 
in the area normally occupied by three 
at anchor, or one underway. 

Code names have been assigned to each 
of the islands in the Bikini atoll, and 
plans for location of the anchorage and 
test equipment are complete. The anchor- 
age will be in approximately 11 fathoms 
just westward of Bikini island, and 
instruments will be set up as far as 10 
miles distant on Airukiiji and Eniirikku 
islands to the northwest, and on Aomoen 
to the southwest. 

The first bomb will be dropped from 
4 B-29 and exploded over the target, and 
it has been definitely decided, Admiral 
Blandy said, to explode the second at 
What he called “sub-surface” rather than 
“underwater” depth, inasmuch as its 
depth will be about 50 feet. 

The Evaluation Board just announced 
has already met twice, Admiral Blandy 
said. The board is composed of two civil- 
lan scientists, Dr. Karl T. Compton, 
President of MIT; and Bradley Dewey, 
4 Boston chemical engineer and president 
of the American Chemical Society; a 
Civilian representative of the Manhattan 
Engineer district, former Maj. Gen. 
Thomas F. Farrell, chief engineer of the 
New York State Department of Public 
works; two Naval officers, Vice Admiral 
John H. Hoover, USN ; and Rear Admiral 
Ralph A. Ofstie; and two Army officers, 
General Joseph W. Stilwell, and Lt. Gen. 
Lewis H. Brereton.

Ground Force Problems Studied 


Artillery specialists attending the Ar- 
tillery Conference at the Field Artillery 
School, Fort Sill, Okla., last week wit- 
nessed and made detailed studies of ar- 
tillery equipment and techniques which 
will be the basis of future developments 
in artillery for the post-war Army. 

This week has been given over entirely 
to committee study, presentations, round 
table discussions and preparation of final 
reports of the committee’s study on or- 
ganization, equipment, new developments 
and techniques. 

Ending today, 30 March, it is expected 
that several revolutionary suggestions 
will result from the meeting. Maj. Gen. 
Louis E. Hibbs, commandant of the Field 
Artillery School, told conferees that the 
gathering would be the source of “valu- 
able evaluations of combat experience 
and recommendations which will have a 
great bearing on the decisions made by 
the War Department on questions affect- 
ing organization and equipment of Field 
Artillery in the post-war Army.” 

The conference was attended by Artil- 
lery officers from every theater as well 
as by representatives of the Army Air 
Forces, Navy and Marine Corps. 

Guided Missiles 

Highlights of the first week included 
lectures on jet and rocket propulsion 
guided missiles, the new variable time 
proximity fuze, demonstration of the re- 
vised forward observer procedure for the 
conduct of artillery fire designed to co- 
ordinate artillery fire among all arms of 
the service, and demonstrations of the 
role that aircraft plays in the operations 
of artillery units. 

General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, ad- 
dressed the conference during the first 
week of practical demonstrations. AGF 
staff officers accompanying General 
Devers were Col. Verdi B. Barnes, from 
the office of the Chief of Operations, G-3; 
Col. W. P. Blair, Maintenance Division, 
G-4; Col. John A. Dabney, Chief of Train- 
ing, G-3; Col. Charles R. Revie, Field 
Artillery Branch, Officers’ Division, G-1, 
and Maj. W. M. de Saussure, jr., aide-de- 
camp to General Devers. Five Royal Ar- 
tillery officers of the British Army were 
present also. 

Last of the first week’s demonstrations 
included a showing of television equip- 
ment and its application for artillery pur- 
poses. The use of radar in the adjust- 
ment of artillery fire, location of hostile 
artillery pieces and detection of vehicular 
movement also was demonstrated. At 
night demonstrations conferees saw the 
use of illuminating flares, illuminating 
shells and “artificial moonlight” search- 
lights for night observation. 

The report of conferees to Army 
Ground Forces Headquarters of conclu- 


| sions growing out of study and observa- 





tion of equipment and techniques at the 
Fort Sill conference will probably furnish 
added suggestions to those contained in 
the report of the General Board and of 
the Organization Board. 

Armored Conference 

Conclusions which will be drawn at the 
Armored Conference, scheduled to begin 
13 May at Fort Knox, Ky., must of ne- 
cessity be closely allied to those of the 
forthcoming Infantry Conference. As 
sugtested in the report of the General 
Board, Armored divisions of the future 
will have more Infantry, originally as- 
signed to the Armored regiment. Just as 
tanks are used to get Infantry forward 
in the proposed Infantry division, so will 
the Infantry aid the armor to break 
through and hold in the Armored division 
setup. The General Board pointed out 
that the primary role of Armored divi- 
sions is exploitation and operations in the 
enemy rear and their use in other roles, 
notably on Infantry missions, consequent- 
ly lowered their efficiency. 

Fifteen Armored divisions saw action 
in the campaign in Europe. Two of these, 
the Second and Third Armored, were of 
the old or “heavy” type. The other 13 
were the more streamlined “light” type. 
It was found that the heavy division was 
definitely lacking in Infantry and the 
light division was not sufficiently strong. 
The board observed that there is a defi- 
nite necessity for both Armored and In- 
fantry divisions, each for different mis- 
sions. The combat command setup, in 
which various combinations of units were 
temporarily assigned, was found a weak 
point in the organization of the division. 





The board recommended a more stable or- 
ganization to be devised in which task 
forces can be formed within the few 
major striking components. 

The three ground arm conferences, pri- 
marily designed to iron out many of the 
subjects of controversy concerning both 
organization and techniques, should sup- 
ply all of the necessary additional recom- 
mendations to pave the way for final de- 
cisions on the post-war organization as 
far as the Army Ground Forces is con- 
cerned. 





Uniform in Europe 

For the first time since American troops 
have been in Europe the summer uniform 
may be worn by military personnel there 
during off-duty hours, beginning 15 May 
through 20 September, as outlined in a 
new Uniform Regulation Circular issued 
by the Uniform Section of the Special 
Activities Branch of G-1, USFET. 

Blouses or ETO jackets are ordered 
for wear in the evenings, by the new 
circular, except when the soldier’s duties 
require fatique attire or when he is op- 
tionally wearing after 15 May, the sum- 
mer cotton khaki shirt and trousers. 

The combat commander’s identification 
(green tab on shoulder straps for officers 
and green stripe under chevron for en- 
listed men) is being discontinued as it is 
no longer considered appropriate since 
this identification was originally intended 
to differentiate between men exercising 
combat leadership and those not acting in 
that capacity. 

Rules governing the wearing of the 
shoulder patch are as follows: The in- 
dividual may wear on his right shoulder 
the patch of any organization with which 
he served in combat; the same patch may 
not be worn on both shoulders, and no 
more than one patch may be worn on 
either shoulder. 


New Staff Under General 
MacArthur 

A new special staff section officially 
designated the “Office of the Civil Prop- 
erty Custodian” was established recently 
under Brig. Gen. Patrick H. Tansey to 
advise General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur on control and disposition of 
properties. 

The staff is charged to “make recom- 
mendations and estalish procedures for 





the control or custody and disposition 
of property and assets of the United 
Nations, neutral nations, and nations 


whose status has changed as a result of 
the war, and their nationals.” 





Gen. Devers Asks Preparedness 

General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general, Army ground forces, told the 
Ohio Board of Trade of a need for “an 
effective fighting force in peacetime” in 
his address 29 March at Wheeling, W. Va. 

Gen. Devers paid triute to the industry 
of Wheeling and its contribution in men 
and equipment, in World War II, and 
ndvocated “an Army, a Navy, and Air 
Forces second to none. A fighting force 
so strong that it will forever convince 
the warmakers of the world of the utter 
folly of forcing this country into an un- 
wanted war.” 


Camp Top Hat to Close 

Camp Top Hat, U. 8. Army staging area 
at the port of Antwerp, will close 31 
March, it was announced by G-3, USFET. 
The camp opened 1 July 1945 and by the 
time it closes it will have handled 272,430 
men. 

The closing of Camp Top Hat leaves 
only the staging areas at Le Havre and 
Bremerhaven operative on the continent.

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Dependents to Europe 

Instructions and travel orders are be- 
ing issued by the War Department to 
approximately 1,200 women and chil- 
dren who will participate in the first 
mass movement of military dependents to 
the European Theater of Operations. The 
movement is scheduled to get under way 
about the middle of April. 

Those selected for the trip were chosen 
by the Theater Commander on the basis 
of priorities established in the War De- 
partment principally in accordance with 
the length of time the applicants for their 
transportation agreed to continue serv- 
ice overseas, 

The April contingent is composed of 
members of the immediate families of 
some 700 applicants of whom 24 are en- 
listed men. This total represented all 
enlisted men and all officers who request- 
ed transportation for dependents during 
April. Additional applications for trans- 
portation of dependents during May and 
subsequent months have been filed with 
the Theater Commander and their names 
will appear on the list for the month in 
which the transportation was requested. 

In the list that follows the name of 
the service individual who requested the 
transportation appears first followed 
by the names of the dependents who will 
go in April. The list is subject to emer- 
gency additions or cancellations.

Gen. Bruce to 7th Div. 
Seoul, Korea.—Maj. Gen. Andrew D. 
Bruce, former commander of the 77th Inf. 
Div., has joined the Seventh Inf. Div. as 
new commanding general. He succeeds 
Brig. Gen. Leroy J. Stewart who returns 
to his duties as division artillery com- 
mander and Provost Marshal General of 
territory occupied by the Seventh. 

Lt. Col. Joseph I. Coffey has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Chief of Staff of the 
Seventh succeeding Lt. Col. Donald F.

Task Force 58 

Forward planning for a peacetime fleet 
that will include one single fast carrier 
force has meant the dissolution of the 
famed Task Force 58, formerly com- 
manded by Adm. Mare A. Mitscher, USN. 

A striking example of the power of 
Task Force 58 was the record of 3,259 
enemy planes destroyed or damaged in 
the 76 days between 14 March and 28 
March, 1945, while supporting the Oki- 
nawa campaign. During the same period, 
pilots of the unit also sank 220 vessels, 
probably sank 150, and damaged 759. 
Sunken ships included the 42,000-ton bat- 
tleship Yamato and an Agano-class heavy 
cruiser. 9 
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Hawaii Martial Law 

Attacks on the War department for 
alleged abuses of martial law in Hawaii 
were answered on 25 March by Secretary 
of War Patterson in a letter describing 
the Army’s procedures in the internment 
of persons suspected of disloyalty. 

The activities of Maj. Gen. Thomas 
H. Green, present Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army who administered mar- 
tial law in the Territory the first 15 
months of the war, were “marked by 
conscientious devotion to duty and a 
sincere regard for the rights and welfare 
of the inhabitants of the islands,” Secre- 
tary Patterson asserted, in defense of 
the central figure in charges made by an 
un-named radio commentator without 
“corroboration of the facts.” 

Secretary Patterson’s letter was ad- 
dressed to Rep. Walter G. Andrews of 
New York, minority leader of the House 
Military Affairs committee in response 
to his request, and entered by him in 
the Congressional Record. The radio 
commentator referred to by the Secretary 
is believed to be Fulton Lewis. 

At Request of Civilians 

The letter points out that martial law 
was proclaimed “on the afternoon of 
Pearl Harbor by the civilian governor, 
who requested the Army to take over 
and exercise the powers of government.” 
Then, on 3 March 19438, on the resumption 
of civil functions, “the Senate of Hawaii. 
by resolution, expressed ‘its gratitude and 
aloha to Lt. Gen. Delos C. Emmons and 
General Green for their untiring efforts 
on behalf of the health, safety, and wel- 
fare of the people of the Territory’.” Gen. 
Emmons was Army commander in 
Hawaii. 

Public discussion of martial law in 
Hawaii began following a Supreme Court 
decision that invalidated Army trials of 
civilians for offenses against the local 
laws. It was pointed out by Secretary 
Patterson, however, that the holding of 
such trials was not an attempt by mili- 
tary authorities to usurp power, but a 
procedure considered legal under the cir- 
cumstances. 

The “power of preventive detention” 
is well-recognized in time of war, the 
letter continues, and was upheld by the 
Ninth Cireuit Court of Appeals in the 
internment of an American of non-Jap- 
anese ancestry. The letter states that 
each detainee was given a hearing before 
a board consisting of three substantial 
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local citizens and one Army officer, and 
was accorded the usual rights of a de- 
fendant—the right to be present, to be 
represented by counsel, to testify in his 
own behalf, and to call witnesses. 


Praises General Green 


The Secretary’s letter ended with a 
review of his own and Hawaii's high re- 
gard for General Green: 

It is regrettable that the commentator has 
made his broadcasts relating to martial law 
in Hawaii without request to the War De- 
partment for corroboration of the facts. He 
has made unfounded personal attacks upon 
the present Judge Advocate General of the 
Army, Maj. Gen. Thomas H. Green. General 
Green has been a member of the Massachu- 
setts bar for over 30 years and has had a dis- 
tinguished career in the Army. He served as 
an officer in the First World War. He has 
twice been awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal—first, for his services in Hawaii, and 
later for his service as Deputy Judge 
Advocate General. In my opinion, both of 
these awards were well deserved. His activi- 
ties in Hawaii as executive to the military 
governor for the first 15 months of martial 
rule were marked by conscientious devotion 
to duty and a sincere regard for the rights 
and welfare of the inhabitants of the islands. 
The policies carried out in Hawaii by Gen- 
eral Green and his superior officer, General 
Emmons, and their successors were not per- 
sonal assumptions of authority but were in 
furtherance of the policies of the War De- 
partment. The ability and judgment dis- 
played by these officers in their difficult as- 
signment of administering martial rule for a 
vital base of war operations deserves the 
highest praise. 

It will be of interest for you to know that 
on 3 March 1943, on the occasion of the broad 
resumption of civil functions, the Senate of 
Hawaii, by resolution, expressed “its grati- 
tude and aloha to Lt. Gen. Delos C. Em- 
mons and Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Green for 
their untiring efforts on behalf of the health, 
safety, and welfare of the people of the Terri- 
tory.” A week later the House of Representa- 
tives of Hawaii in similar action, expressed 
its appreciation to these officers and to Ad- 
miral Nimitz “for their splendid cooperation, 
their able leadership, and foresight in mak- 
ing the defenses of the Territory second to 
none, and in so efficiently and thoughtfully 
protecting and caring for the needs of the 
civilian population of this Territory during 
the strenuous period commencing with the 
Pearl Harbor attack and now ending.” 

Shortly before this the mayor of the city 
and county of Honolulu had issued a state- 
ment supporting the Army’s administration 
of the Territory under martial law, and the 
resident bishops of both the Episcopal and 
Roman Catholic churches wrote warm per- 
sonal letters to Brigadier General Green ex- 
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pressing their appreciation of his efforts in 
behalf of the Territory. Subsequently, simi- 
lar action was taken by the Legislature of the 
Territory of Hawaii with regard to the ser- 
vices performed by Lieutenant General Rich- 
ardson and his executive. 





U. S. Forces in Europe 


Establishment of a Strategic Reserve 
which will support the Zone Constabu- 
lary as the occupational force in Europe 
was announced this week by headquar- 
ters of U. S. Forces in Europe. 

The units comprising the Strategic Re- 
serve, as of 1 July 1946, will be the Ist, 
38rd, and 9th Infantry Divisions; the 3rd 
and 29th Infantry regiments; the Fifth 
and 14th Infantry regiments of the 71st 
division ; and the 508th Parachute Infan- 
try division. 

The VI Corps headquarters will become 
the headquarters of the Zone Constabu- 
lary. 

The Third Army began moving this 
week from Bad Toelz to Heidelberg to 
take over all American occupation duties 
in Germany under Lt. Gen. Lucian Trus- 
cott. The Seventh Army under Lt. Gen. 
Geoffrey Keyes halted operations 25 
March in preparation for the change. 

U. S. Forces, European Theater also 
announced the dissolution on 1 April of 
the Military Government office in Frank- 
furt and the consolidation of all AMG 
functions in the office in Berlin. The re- 
organization will place the directors of 
the offices of Military Government for 
Bavaria, Greater Hesse and Wuerttem- 
berg-Baden under the Deputy Military 
Governor, Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay. Maj. 
Gen. C. L. Adcock will be his assistant. 

Headquarters of the theater command- 
er and military governor, General Joseph 
T. MeNarney, will remain at headquar- 
ters, USFET, in Frankfurt. 

With the discontinuance of Theater 
Service Forces, European Theater, on 28 
February, Maj. Gen. Carter B. Magruder 
became assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, of 
U. S. Forces, succeeding Brig. Gen. Ly- 
man P. Whitten, who was ordered to re- 
turn to the United States for assignment 
with the Army Air Forces. 

Functions of the TSFET were absorbed 
by USFET, carrying out the Theater’s 
announced plans of inactivating, discon- 
tinuing or consolidating American mili- 
tary installations in Europe whenever 
possible. The TSFET handled the rede- 
ployment of 2,730,000 troops up to 1 
March. 





“Caste System” Probe Starts 

The board formed by Secretary of War 
-atterson to investigate the Army's so- 
‘alled “caste system” commenced closed 
hearings in Washington 27 March under 
the leadership of Lt. Gen. James H. Doo- 
little. 
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Except for General Doolittle, who js 
still on terminal leave, all members have 
left active service and all have had sery- 
ice as both enlisted men and officers. 
Members are: Lt. Gen. Troy H. Middle. 
ton, former commanding general of the 
45th Division; Robert Neville, forme; 
editor of Stars and Stripes in the Medi 
terranean; Adna H. Underhill, former 
Airborne captain; Jake W. Lindsey, 
former technical sergeant who holds the 
Medal of Honor, and Meryll H. Frost, 
former sergeant. 

The lengthy list of witnesses include 
general officers, whose names were not 
made public. On the list are cartoonist 


Bill Mauldin, author Marion Hargrove 
and Joe McCarthy, formerly of Yank 
magazine. 


General Doolittle said that it has been 
charged that the board was not repre 
sentative as it contained no privates.

Applicants must be officers of the Regu 
lar Army or Category I volunteers who 
have made application for integration in 
the Regular Army.

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Television in War 
(Continued from first page) 
making and other urgent reconnaissance 

work. 

4, Transmission of messages including 
maps and charts between ships and air- 
craft. 

5. Repeating of information from 
charts between various positions aboard 
ships. 

6. For guidance of free-falling, radio- 
controlled aerial bombs, flying torpedoes, 
or assault drones. 

These and other applications are 
planned by the Navy for post-war mili- 
tary use and development, including the 
following: 

1. A high-speed, limited range (20- 
mile) communication system permitting 
the transmission of 100 words in less than 
one second on-the-air, in conjunction with 
photography. 

2. Simultaneous briefing of pilots on 
several aircraft carriers through a trans- 
mission of a pick-up from a single brief- 
ing room. 

Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, president of 
RCA, in supervising the demonstration 
of airborne television, pointed to the fol- 
lowing applications of television equip- 
ment for civilian use: 

1. Television news coverage from cars, 
boats, planes and helicopters with a light- 
weight television camera to be called a 
“walkie-lookie.” 

2. Plane navigation in which television 
reports of terrain surrounding airports, 
as well as the layout and activity of the 
airports themselves might be flashed to 
incoming pilots in time to avert landing 
difficulties. 

8. Safeguarding lives of test pilots and 
success of test flights, by replacing pilots 
with remote-control] apparatus and tele- 
vision equipment which would give 
“eyes” to the planes and transmit instru- 
ment readings to control headquarters on 
the ground. 

4. Widespread applications in industry 
with adaptations destined to become the 
“eyes” in factories and large-scale pro- 
duction enterprises—new and precedent- 
shattering means of coordinating activi- 
ties and the means of watching and con- 
trolling from a distance manufacturing 
processes and operations that might oth- 
erwise be inaccessible or too perilous to 
man. 

5. Use as a visual stimulus to tour en- 
terprises by showing prospective travel- 
ers the scenic attractions and popular ap- 
peal of distant resorts and playgrounds. 

6. Use in police traffic control at ap- 
proaches to large cities where vehicular 
congestion often occurs because of sudden 
fluctuations of incoming or outgoing traf- 
fic. A television-equipped police plane 
could keep traffic headquarters posted on 
exact conditions and arrangements could 
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be completed quickly to remedy conges- 
tion. 

7. Making possible hazardous explora- 
tion and scientific expeditions in which 
it is necessary to undertake preliminary 
investigations from a point of safety. 
Adaptations of this type of equipment 
might permit survey of the heretofore 
inaccessible ocean depths. 


Research Bureau for Navy 
(Continued from first page) 
of the Department of the Navy relating 
to patents, inventions, trade-marks, copy- 
rights, royalty payments, and matters 
connected therewith.” 

Collaborating with the Chief of Naval 
Operations and the Office of Naval Re- 
search will be a civilian Naval Research 
Advisory Committee. It will have not to 
exceed 15 members to be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy from among per- 
sons “preeminent in the fields of science, 
research, and development work. The 
field of medicine is to be drawn on for one 
of the members of this committee. 

Admiral Bowen stated that the War 
and Navy Departments are working in 
the field of research with the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to see that there is coordination 
and no duplication. 





Naval Academy Visitors 

The membership of a Board of Visitors 
to make an annual inspection of the Naval 
Academy was announced 23 March fol- 
lowing selection by President Truman and 
chairmen of the Senate and House. 

The Board, consisting of 18 members 
including congressmen and educators, 
will meet at Annapolis on 8 April, and 
submit a report to the President of its 
examination of Naval Academy affairs 
and curriculum. Comdr. J. Burroughs 
Stokes, USNR, will serve as secretary of 
the Board of Visitors. 





Extensions of Naval Service 

In addition to voluntary agreements by 
reserve and temporary officers to remain 
in service beyond their eligibility for sepa- 
ration, personnel needs of the Navy in- 
clude a recent request for 50,000 enlisted 
reservists and inductees to remain on 
active duty six months beginning 1 Sep- 
tember. 

Extensions are being sought among 
USNR and USN-I enlisted men to remain 
on duty after 1 Sept. but not beyond 1 
March 1947. The Bureau of Personnel, in 
announcing this request in Alnav 137, 
stated that it intends to direct separation 
of these men in increments during the 
period 1 Dec. 1946-28 February 1947. 

The latest request for voluntary ex- 
tensions by officers, as reported in the 
ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL of 23 March, is 
the second made by the Navy since the 
end of hostilities. It seeks retention on 
duty of officers not beyond 30 June 1947. 

Agreements made to remain on duty 
until 1 September are not altered by the 
Navy’s newest request for extensions to 
1 July 1947.

Navy Budget 
Completion of hearings by the House 
appropriations subcommittee and public 
view of anticipated revisions in Navy 
budget figures are possible by the middle 
of next week. 
Closed, executive sessions of the sub- 


committee have progressed steadily 
throughout the week. Although public 


announcement on Navy budget considera- 
tions has been withheld, it was said by 
one source that the committee is “near 
the end” of its hearings. 

Outcome of the hearings could not be 
foretold because of the widely different 
views represented in the list of wit- 
nesses scheduled to appear before the 
committee. Immediate reaction to Presi- 
dent Truman’s revised request for $4,- 
224,000,000 rather than his original fig- 
ure of $6,325,000,000 indicated that a 
major part of the difference would be 
restored to the budget, but more recent 
developments point toward a compromise 
in the light of explanation of the cuts 
by Budget Director Harold D. Smith. 

It is also unknown now to what extent 
Representative Vinson, chairman of the 
House Naval Affairs committee and 
staunch Navy backer, would carry out 
his long-standing support for Navy esti- 
mates. The Navy Department meanwhile 
was described by one of its leaders as 
“spotlighted in the cross-fire of a fight 
between the President and Congress.” 

In some circles, it was said that un- 
certainty about the size of the post-war 
fleet was due to the absence of State De- 
partment policy, or an expression of it 
if one exists. 

Representative John E. Lyle of Texas 
defended Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nim- 
itz on 25 March gainst the President’s 
suggestion at his most recent press con- 
ference of a “misunderstanding” con- 
cerning budget figures. Representative 
Lyle stated that there is “one thing about 
which there can positively be no misun- 
derstanding. That is the ability, the char- 
acter, the devotion to duty, the patriot- 
ism, honesty, and complete sincerity of 
Chester W. Nimitz.” 

“T am sure no one questions this,” he 
added. “Yet it is well, in view of the ne- 
cessity for evaluating his recommenda- 
tions for our postwar Navy, to consider 
his background and record. We are apt 
to forget, in peacetime, some of those 
things upon which we pinned our whole 
faith in time of war.” 

Admiral Nimitz had been called as a 
witness to tell the House Naval Affairs 
Committee his views on proposed cuts 
for 1947 expenditures. Navy Department 
officials pointed out that the Chief of 
Naval Operations only gave the commit- 
tee the answers it had requested, and 
that whatever “fight” exists was precipi- 
tated by Congress. Admiral Nimitz stated 
that under the $4,224,000,000 budget the 
Navy would be unable to maintain the 
fleet it had expected and which President 
Truman had previously endorsed. 

Representative Lyle asked the Con- 
gress “not to discount this man’s wisdom 
and judgment now, or to set aside his 
recommendations.” 
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New Navy Age Retirements 

Provisions of the new sea services re. 
tirement law, Public Law 305, were put 
into effect this week for the first time, 
with the retirement of 12 Navy Admirals 
who reached the age of 62. 

Section 9 of the bill provides for re- 
tirement at the age of 62 instead of 64 
as in previous statutes, and at the high- 
est rank, temporary or permanent, held 
by officers below the rank of Fleet <Ad- 
miral.

Commendations To Amphibs 

Two amphibious support craft, the 
USS LOCS(L) 84 and USS LCS(L) 122, 
have been awarded the Navy Unit Com- 
mendation for heroic service in support 
of operations off Okinawa last summer. 

The LCS(L) is about 110-feet long, on 
an LCI hull with a low bow, rocket 
launchers, and a 5”/38 mounted on the 
stern. 

The USS LCS(L) 84 was eited for ac- 
tion 11 May 1945, and was commanded 
by Lt. John A. Naye, USNR, of Glendale. 
Calif., who has been demobilized. 

The USS LCS(L) 122 was cited for 
action 10-11 June 1945, and was com- 
manded by Lt. Richard M. McCool, USN. 





Navy Retirement Bills 


In a letter to the House Naval Commit- 
tee, under date of 20 March, the Navy 
Department has recommended against 
the enactment of H. R. 4008 and H. RK. 
4087, identical bills, which were intended 
“to provide more effectively for the Na 
tional defense by increasing and equali” 
ing retirement and retainer benefits for 
enlisted men of the Regular Navy, and 
thereby encouraging a higher type of 
young men to make the Regular Navy 4 
career. 

The Navy Department then reasserts 
its approval of S. 1438 as follows: 

“S. 1438 which passed the Senate 
Oct. 1945 and the House, with amendments, 
on 21 Dec. 1945 and now awaits a conference 
on the House amendments, not only reflects 
the view of the Navy Department but covers 
the whole retirement field much more 
thoroughly than do the bills under consider’ 
tion. S. 1438 authorizes the commissioning 
of chief petty officers and other grades, 
reinstates the 16-year reserve, and in gene oral 
conforms more closely to the Navy Depart-

ECOMMENDATIONS have been 
submitted to the Commandant by 
the board recently convened at Head- 
quarters to consider pérmanent Coast 
Guard Captains for retirement under the 
new retirement bill, Public Law 305. A 
similar board, of different members, met 
296 March to consider officers serving in 
the permanent grades of Commander and 
Lieutenant Commander. 

Coast Guard boards are grouped to 
consider officers by their “permanent” 
rather than “temporary” grades, as in 
other services. The boards there are more 
nearly equal in rank with the officers 
under consideration. This procedure does 
not affect the rigrts of personnel to the 
retired in their higher temporary ranks. 

A third board, to consider officers of 
the permanent rank of Lieutenant and 
below, will be formed at a later date. 
Headquarters estimates that approxi- 
mately 310 officers who were retired prior 
to enactment of Public Law 305 will be 
eligible for re-consideration because of 
the temporary ranks they held higher 
than the permanent ranks at which they 
were recently retired. 

Re-establishment of the International 
Ice Patrol on a larger scale than before 
World War II is reflected in Coast Guard 
personnel changes: Newly-created post is 
the office of Commander, North Atlantic 
Ocean Patrol, at Argentia, Newfound- 
land, which will supervise operations for 
the International Ice Patro!; aids toy 
navigation for Labrador, Greeland, and 





Iceland; weather patrols; and minor 
logistic support.

Coat Guard will make initial use of avia- 
tion, radar, and loran. 

Present plans are that the following 
Coast Guard vessels will be converted 
for weather reporting duty: 

On the, East Coast — Mendota, 
Pontchartrain, Owasco, Duane, Camp- 
bell, Winnebago, Spencer, Bibb, Ingham, 
Androscoggin, and Sebago; on the West 
Coast—Iroquois, Chautauqua, Wachu- 
sett, Taney, Escanaba, Winona, Minne- 
tonka, and Klamath. 

Electronics installations on 327-feet 
and 255-feet cutters, now being outfitted 
for ocean weather ship duty, will utilize 
standard radio equipment with as few 
changes as possible. Type YR radio- 
beacons (aerophares) and _ specialized 
equipment required for radiosonde are 
the only major additions. 

Aids to navigation improvements have 
been made by the Coast Guard in the 
Pacific area, with assistance from the 
Cutters Sweetbriar and Mallow. The 
Sweetbriar is completing improvements 
to the Port of Apra at Guam; and will 
proceed to Saipan and Tinian to execute 
plans for those harbers. The Mallow will 
establish standard buoyage at Johnston 
Island and Majuro Atoll. 

The Cape Henry, Va., radiobeacon was 
recently placed on special test using a 
continuous carrier transmission with 





keyed modulation. The keying makes no 
change on conventional radio direction 
finders, except for additional breadcasts 
in clear as well as foggy weather. On 
automatic direction finders, however, test 
flights indicated that the equipment im- 
mediately settled on correct bearings, 
and did not change during the transmis- 
sion periods. Radiobeacons at Cod, 
Jupiter Inlet, Los Angeles Harbor, 
Ludington, Manitowoc, and Muskegon 
have also been placed on special test re- 
cently using the continuous carrier trans- 
mission. 

Mr. Y. A. Omar, an Egyptian engineer, 
reported to the Coast Guard training 
station at Groton, Conn., on 28 Feb. to 
begin a year’s training in aids to naviga- 
tion. The same station graduated 14 of- 
ficers from the eight-week loran course 
on 2 March and sent them as reliefs for 
reserve officers at Coast Guard loran sta- 
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tions. A new class of 17 officers began 
loran training on 1 March. 


German PWs at Ft. Eustis 

The program of re-educating German 
prisoners of war has been extended to the 
creation of an advanced school at Fort 
Eustis, Va., for 20,000 carefully selected 
former German fighting men. 

The War Department, in announcing es- 
tablishment of the new project, states 
that it expects to complete in a final six- 
day course the Germans’ education in 
democracy and democratic methods 
which has been begun in all POW camps, 
Lt. Col. Alpheus Smith, former professor 
at Northwestern University, is Com- 
manding Officer of the Special Project 
Center.

| observing Army Day on 6 April this year the American people will be demon- 
strating their pride in the speed with which the handful of,pre-war soldiers built 
up effective and efficient world war forces and their appreciation for the sweat 
and sacrifices with which these ground and air men, working in unison with the 
sea forces, triumphed over our enemies on both sides of the globe. To give effect 
to these sentiments of pride and appreciation, the American people should make known 
their determination to maintain such a strong post-war professional Army that 
aggressors will not again be tempted to attack us, or, having done so, that such 
aggressors will be doomed to swift and devastating defeat. To assure our right to 
live at peace there are certain things that must be done with respect to all com- 
ponents of the National Defense team, Army, Navy, and Air Forces. The Army 
AND Navy JouRNAL’s priority list, with which we have headed our editorial column 
since the opening of Congress, sets forth a concrete program. Provision must be made 
for personnel in such numbers as will man not only occupational forces abroad and 
the units we must maintain for the use of UNO’s Security Council, but also for an 
initial striking force for our own defense and for the carrying forward of an orderly 
program of self training, development and research. New weapons and equipment must 
be constantly supplied to keep abreast of development at home and abroad to the 
end that defense training will not always be predicated upon the weapons left over 
from the last war. The people also must be constantly alert to detect and defend the 
Services against constantly recurring subversive movements designed to weaken the 
National Defense by breaking down public respect and trust in our professional Ser- 
vices. So, on Army Day let us reaffirm our faith in the continued development of 
American leaders and American leadership by measures and means which have 
grown up with our democracy. 


 pecageay the six-week postponement of the atom-bomb tests will bring them right 
up to the typhoon season, it is evident that we have, for political reasons, 
put off for some time the acquisition of the valuable military and naval data 
which we hoped to secure from “Operations Crossroads.” Those in charge of the 
tests say that they do not look for much interference from typhoons, but at the same 
time they point out that these violent disturbances originate in the Marshalls and that 
they can count on only 25 per cent of the days being “good” days and another 25 
per cent holding “some promise.” With unmanned vessels lying at anchor over a 
large area, with carefully arranged equipment set up on land, and with the benefits 
of the tests dependent to a large degree upon hundreds of delicate recording instru- 
ments arranged profusely around the area, one can see that a typhoon passing across 
the Bikini atoll would, in all probability, completely upset the tests or at any rate 
so reduce their value as to bring about the waste of millions of dollars and con- 
siderable time. 

Meanwhile, in the Congress and to some extent in the press anti-military elements 
have been working to exclude the Defense Forces from any participation in the de- 
velopment of atomic energy by crying out against military “control.” As a matter of 
fact “control” has never been an issue. The very first committee on the subject, ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of War, recommended a policy of turning the project over 
promptly upon the termination of the war to a civilian agency to be charged with 
full development of atomic energy for the benefit of the entire nation and also a 
policy of the fullest and freest discussion and circulation of knowledge on atomic 
energy that would be consistent with the National Defense. These principles have 
had the support of the military leaders from the beginning. What they have objected 
to, and what all who have our defense at heart should oppose, is the absolute shut- 
ting out of the military from any knowledge or participation in what is being done 
concerning the military application of the new force. The future of our country— 
perhaps its very existence—depends upon those charged with the responsibility for 
National Defense being kept up with what is going on concerning the atom bomb 
and being permitted to go to the President over those issues they think inimical to 
National Defense. This is far from the “control” which anti-defense forces cry out 
against, and it certainly is the least which should be provided for.

W.P.D. — Public Law 190 authorizes 
payment of the enlistment allowance for 
continual, active federal service in the 
AUS or any component thereof for all 
grades, if honorably performed subse 
quent to the last previous payment of the 
enlistment allowance. Retired soldiers are 
entitled to Post Exchange and Commis- 
sary privileges, subject to the approval 
of the Base Commanding Officer. 


C.F.P. — No recent action has been 
taken on the bill authorizing an allowance 
for rations and quarters as an addition 
to yetirement pay. 


L.B.A.—At the present time there are 
no provisions for commissioning men to 
the Reserve Corps except for those men 
who served as commissioned officers dur- 
ing World War II. It is not expected 
that any such provisions will be effected 
until after the Army has reverted to its 
peacetime policies.

Troop Carrier Command 

Greenville, AAB, S. C.—Peacetime ac- 
tivities of the Ninth Troop Carrier Com- 
mand now extend from Hudson Bay to 
the Rio Grande, Maj.

Flies 14-ton Pay Load 

Peart Harbor, T. H.—The biggest air 
transport pay load ever flown into the 
Hawaiian Islands — totaling almost 14 
tons—arrived here from Alameda recently 
on the second shakedown flight.of the 
Marshall Mars, giant new flying boat of 
Naval Air Transport Service’s Pacific

‘Loaded with Navy freight and mail 
weighing 27,427 pounds, the Marshall 
Mars, piloted by Lt. Comdr. W. R. 
McDowell, broke the previous record set 
last year by its predecessor in NATS, the 
original Martin Mars, which carried 
27,100 pounds of pay load across the same 
2,424 mile route.

Tokyo and Yokohama. 

In Washington, a parade will be led by 
Maj. Gen. James M. Gavin, commander 
of the 82nd Airborne Division, whose reg- 
imental combat teams will comprise a 
major part of the force that will make 
the famed march down Pennsylvania 
Avenue. Bolling Field will be open to vis- 
itors to view B-29’s of the same type 
that dropped atgm bombs on Japan, and 
a B-17 and P-61, which heretofore have 
been restricted from public display. 

The Washington parade will include 
four bands and marching units totaling 
6,000 men. The bands will be those of the 
Army Air Forces, the 82nd Airborne di- 
vision, the 53rd Army Ground forces, and 
the 80th Army Ground forces. In addi- 
tion to the two regimental combat teams 
of the 82nd, there will be one Provisional 
Artillery Battalion from Fort Bragg, a 
similar battalion from Fort Benning, Ga., 
and the 43rd Cavalry Reconnaissance 
squadron from Fort George Meade, Md. 

General Omar Bradley will review the 
Army Day parade down Fifth Avenue in 
New York, for which-veterans of World 
War II have been invited to put on their 
uniforms and join in the parade. General 
Bradley will speak that night at an Army 
Day dinner given by the Military Order 
of the World Wars. West Point cadets, 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps detach- 
ments, and units of the New York State 
Guard will join the parade. 

The 2nd Aftmored Division, known as 
“Hell on Wheels” for its combat perform- 
ances in seven major campaigns and two 
assault landings, will make its first public 
appearance in three and a-half years as 
the main unit in the parade planned at 
San Antonio. Brig. Gen. John N. Collier, 
who has been with the division from 
Omaha Beach through. the Siegfried Line 
and to be the first U. 8. Army unit to 
enter Berlin, will lead a combat command 
of approximately 2,000 men and 350 ve- 
hicles, including tank, infantry and artil- 
lery battalions, and engineer and service 
units. 

A San Francisco parade on Market 
Street is scheduled with 2nd Division 
units from Fort Lewis, Wash.; two bat- 
talions of the 1154th Engineer Group; a 
battalion from Army Ground Forces re- 
placement depot No. 2; a WAC band and 
a company of WAC’s from the Port of 
Embarkation, and the 9th Service Com- 
mand band. 

The crack 2nd Infantry division will 
be led in the line of march by Maj. Gen. 
BE. M. Almond, commanding general. Ap- 
proximately 7,000 men will participate. 

Chicago will view a display of 100 
planes of the Ary Air Forces which will 
fly twice over the reviewing stand, and 
downtown parade of some 14,000 men, 
the largest number known to be as- 
sembled for any parade this year. Camp 





Campbell, Ky.; Fort Knox, Ky.; Fort 
Meade, Md.; and Fort Bragg, N. C., will 
be represented in the 12 Army units and 
five bands scheduled for the parade. 

The 2nd Division will also be repre 
sented in three Texas cities, as units of 
the 38th Regimental combat team pre. 
pare to parade in Austin, Waco and Hous- 
ton. Bach parade will include an anti- 
tank company, a unit of the 38th Field 
Artillery, and platoons of medics and en- 
gineers. 

At El Paso, Texas, a parade of 3,500 
men from the Anti-Aircraft Artillery 
School, the William Beaumont General 
Hospital, and Biggs Field, with over 150 
vehicles, has been scheduled. A German 
V-2 guided missile will be exhibited at 
Fort Bliss with the cooperation of Army 
Ordnance Department at White Sands 
Proving Ground and the Ist Anti-Aircraft 
Artillery Guided Missile Battalion. 

Captured Japanese and German wea- 
Pons previously unexhibited will be on 
display at the Field Artillery School at 
Lawton, Okla., as part of an observance 
that will also include demonstrations on 
the Court House lawn of a field kitchen 
in operation, and a display of radar and 
sound and flash equipment. 

The 97th Army Ground Forces band 
will be one of the musical organizations 
in the line of march, accompanied by 
school troops stationed at Fort Sill. The 
field artillery trainees will tow howitzers 
ranging in size from 105- to 240-milli- 
meter and eight-inch. 

Featured speaker for Winston-Salem, 
N. C., will be Lt. Col. James R. Mullen, 
chief of the G-4 transportation sub-sec- 
tion of General Courtney Hodges’ First 
Army. 

McClellan Field will be represented in 
a Sacramento, Calif., parade with a 
group of 100 marching pilots, a P-80-A 
plane on a float, and floats featuring 
WAC’s, Nurses, and Red Cross facilities. 

Festivities at Newport, R. I., will begin 
with a dinner 5 April at Fort Adams, 
honoring Col. Earl H. Metzger, command- 
ing officer, who will make an Army Day 
address. On Saturday, tours will be con- 
ducted to historic parts of the old fort— 
the old redoubt tower, the quadrangle 
with its catacombs, and the old mortar 
and gun positions. The USAMP General 
Absalom Baird, one of the best known of 
the Army’s mine-planting fleet, will be 
open to visitors. A memorial service will 
be held at Fort Adams chapel for New- 
porters who died in World War II. 

Field Artillery units from Lawton, 
Okla., are also scheduled to parade in 
Memphis, Tenn., where they will stage an 
exhibition of enemy weapons.

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Army Day Proclamation 
By the President of the United States of America : 


WHEREAS the Army of the United States has performed gallantly its part, in 
magnificent cooperation with our Allies, in accomplishing the utter defeat in the 
past year of the enemy nations that threatened our freedom and required us to 
defend it in the most terrible war in history; 

WHERBAS our Army continues in active service to the nation in occupying parts 
of enemy countries to insure the establishment of a lasting peace; and 

WHEREAS the Congress, by Senaté Concurrent Resolution 5, 75th Cengress, 
agreed to by the House of Representatives on March 16, 1937, has recognized April 6 
of each year as Army Day and has requested that the President issue a proclamation 
annually with respect to that day: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, HARRY 8S. TRUMAN, President of the United States 
of America, in order that we may give espeeial honor to our Army, to the soldiers 
of World War II, and to the soldiers who defended our liberty in other wars, do 
hereby proclaim Saturday, April 6, 1946, as Army Day, and do invite the Governors 
of the Several States to issue proclamations calling for the observance of that day. 

I also remind our citizens that our Army, charged with responsibility for de- 
fending the United States and our territorial possessions, can carry out its duty only 
with the full support of our people. I urge my fellow-citizens to be mindful of the 
Army’s needs, to the end that our soldiers overseas do not lack the means of per- 
forming effectively their continuing duties, and in order that the hardship of their 
separation from home and loved ones may be alleviated in every possible way. I 
know that our people will always remember the soldiers who have suffered that we 
might remain free, and the families of those who have sacrificed their lives for our 
cause. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of 
the United States of America to be affixed.

Under provisions of a Headquarters 
USFET directive, which has been ap- 
proved by the War Department, de- 
pendents of American citizens in the Eu- 
ropean Theater will be permitted, begin- 
ning 1 April 1946, to visit the European 
Theater for personal reasons.

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> FOREIGN AFFAIRS. With even greater dispatch than the gloomiest proph- 
ets had forecast the Security Council (the principal organ of United Nations) fan 
head on into the principal peril awaiting it—the Soviet-Iran issue—and by Wednes- 
day night the actively participating delegates at the Council table were ten instead 
of eleven. Ambassador Andrei Gromyko, the Russian delegate, was twice defeated 
in his efforts, first to delete the Iran question from the agenda and second to post; 
pone consideration of it until 10 April. When it became apparent that there would 
be a third vote, this time to invite the Iranian ambassador to state his case for im- 
mediate consideration, and that again he would be defeated, the Russian delegate 
carried out the warning which he had clearly voiced on Tuesday. He left the Council 
and took his delegation with him. The ten remaining delegates remained in session 
and the Iranian ambassador began the statement of his case. It should be noted 
that the nominal issue in all this was what was meticulously referred to As a “pro- 
cedural” rather than a “substantial” question. The vote was not on the Iranian am- 
bassador’s being invited to discuss the meat of his complaint, but on his being in- 
vited only to explain why he wished to be heard immediately rather than at some time 
hereafter. Hence, with legalistic reasoning so closely involved, it may prove possi- 
ble for the Council to listen only when the ambassador is speaking directly to that 
point and riot when his thoughts stray to the meat of the issue. Then it may prove 
possible for the Council to vote on the “procedural” matter of whether, thereupon, 
to decide for postponement. It may well be possible for Russia to sit in when Iran 
is not the subject. If this seems tenuous, as it is, it still is important. It must be rec- 
ognized that a Security Council from which Soviet Russia’s representative has ab- 
sented himself is not a potent instrument in world peace. Sacrifices of some sort, 
compromises of.some sort, will undoubtedly be asked, and justified, in order to meet 
so far as possible the reasonable views of one side or the other—or both, for no 
lawsuit was ever composed without a give and take adjustment. The large end must 
not be lost sight of. But neither can the essential principles of the UNO Charter be 
lost sight of. Russia is needed, and so is the faith of 40 small nations. 

A step forward in the improvement of American-Soviet relations was taken this 
week with Lt. Gen. Walter Bedell Smith’s assumption of his new ambassadorial 
duties in Moscow. His qualifications are high, as generally remarked, and the need 
for him at that post is a real one, for his predecessor (Mr. Averill Harriman, newly 
named to St. James’) left Moscow weeks ago and since that time there has been a 
succession of touchy developments. In such times, and indeed at all times, a nation’s 
diplomatic business is far better conducted by oral discussion than by long-range 
notes, and for that sort of discussion there is no good substitute for an alert and 
discreet ambassador with full powers as well as exceptional personal qualifications. 
It will take time to undo some of the unfortunate developments of the recent past. 

The Manchurian prospect, so worrisome ten days ago, has been materially bet- 
tered by Russia’s abrupt start at evacuating large areas of that important area now 
being restored to China. It will not be a complete evacuation to be sure, for the treaty- 
granted interests in Dairen and Port Arthur and along the railroad right of way 
will undoubtedly be used to justify maintenance of a considerable guard. Just how 
complete and how prompt the evacuation elsewhere will be is not yet clear, for there 
has been no official statement on the subject by Russia and our information is only 
that which comes from the Chinese Foreign Office and from our own observers and 
newspaper correspondents, who see what is taking place within their own view. 
In General Marshall’s absence his more urgent responsibilities are being performed 
by his deputy, Lt. Gen. Alvan C. Gillem, jr., and it appears likely that General 
Gillem will shortly be going into Manchuria itself, accompanied by General Marshall’s 
recent fellow-conferees, Nationalist General Chang Chih-chung and Communist Chou 
En-lai. Already they have sent into Manchuria the first of those three-man teams 
(American, Communist and Nationalist) which were designed to put into immediate 
operation the policies agreed upon at the higher level, and which have been doing 
admirable work in that respect. But the Manchuria restoration is so large a problem, 
involving not only the Chinese factions on high and low level, military and civil, 
but also the relations with Soviet Russia, that the excursion by General Gillem and 
his colleagues is clearly desirabie at the earliest moment. For the most part the re- 
port from China is favorable, both in the work achieved by General Marshall’s 
ambassadorial group and in the continued labors of our military establishment un- 
der the firm and tactful administration of Lt. Gen. A. C. Wedemeyer. It is quite 
true that there are local disagreements and local armed clashes, and a great deal 
of abiding suspicion between the Chinese factions, a good deal of it no doubt justified. 
Yet the compact for unification stands, and its steady implementation goes on, and 
while General Marshall was most careful to point out that Chinese unity is still a 
long way off, with many barriers in the path toward it, the movement is decidedly 
in that direction. It may have been noted that China is not the only land which has 
factional differences and suspicions. 

In India plenty of Work is ahead of the British mission freighted with its mo- 
mentous task of finding a way to grant India her independence—if the mission 
judges it possible to make that grant. In the meantime means of effecting the estab- 
lishment of an interim government are being explored and the difficulties which 
beset that lesser task suggest those which mount high in the path of the larger one. 
For the Moslem League does not in any way relax its demand for a purely Moslem 
state of Pakistan, and at the same time the India Congress does not hint at any 
relaxation of its own demands for an all-India union to include the Moslems, the 
Sikhs and the other reluctant brethren. These differences seem as irreconcilable as 
ever and how the new mission (Pethick-Lawrence, Sir Stafford Cripps, and A. V. 
Alexander) are going to compose them better than did the wholly unsuccessful 
Cripps mission of 1942 no reliable prophet has yet disclosed. Yet so closely does the 
Far East and the Middle. Bast—and the occident—watch this new free-India enter- 
prise that another outright failure could be a very grave matter. 

The Spanish political pot has cooled a good deal, with neither Washington nor 
London seeking to put any more fuel under it since the foredoomed failure of the 
tripartite note into which we let ourselves be teased. France now has indicated a 
willingness to have the Spanish matter taken care of by the Big Five Council of 
Foreign Ministers rather than UNO, but on condition that meantime we reduce our 
embassy staff at Madrid to a chargé d’affaires, and Britain likewise, and initiate 
such sanctions as blocking oil shipments into Spain. The suggestion does not seem 
to have stimulated either London or Washington. In the meantime Madrid has in- 
formed us that we may expect troubles along the French-Spanish border, but that 











they will not be of Spanish making; the intimation is that French communists will be 
responsible. 

Our other recent voluntary intervention, in the Argentine, has also been free 
of any important sequel. Colonel Peron, whose candidacy we so vigorously denounced, 
it now develops did not stop at winning the election but went on to win it, if present 
reports are correct, by the largest electoral majority in Argentina’s history.

Signal Corps—Maj. Gen. George L. Van Deusen, former Chief of Engineering 
and Technical Service of the Signal Corps, in an address to members of the Kiwanis 
Club of Belmar, N. J., said recently that he did not consider’ it inconceivable that 
within the next few years vacuum tubes would be developed that would permit an 
increase of frequency to 100,000 megacycles, thus making pin-point radio transmis 
sion possible. 

The club presented a citation to Col. Victor A. Conrad, commanding officer of the 
Signal Corps Engineering Laboratories, in appreciation of the cordial relationship 
existing between the community and the Signal Corps installation. 

An improved type of hand-carried voice amplifier with an outdoor range up to 
1,000 yards was developed during the war by the Army Signal Corps. The hand-carried 
unit, which is held to the mouth in the same manner as a megaphone, weighs only 
three pounds. A sling-carried pack, resting under the arm, contains a light-weight 
storage battery, and the tubes, transformers, and controls. The new set has many 
advantages over previous equipment. It can withstand wide variances in temperature, 
is more ruggedly built, has greater life and five times the power of the system pre 
viously used. Improvements in design include a smaller horn which increases the 
visibility of the user, and a noise-cancelling microphone built into the rear of the horn. 

The Cambridge Signal Patent Agency located at the Radiation Laboratory, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Cambridge, Mass., has been ordered discontinued 
effective 31 March. 

The Signal Corps Army Pigeon Service Agency, Architects’ Building, Philadelphia, 
will be discontinued effective 31 May 1946. The files, records, and functions of the 
activity will be transferred to the Office of the Chief Signal Officer, Washington, D. C. 

Chemical Warfare Service—Smoke apparatus developed by the Army's Chemical 
Warfare Service will be tested by the United States Department of Agriculture for its 
possibilities in protecting crops against frost and insects. Sixteen mechanical smoke 
generators are being borrowed from Chemical Warfare Service for testing at 14 
agriculture experiment stations extending from Florida to the northwest and encom- 
passing cross-sections of the fruit, cotton, tobacco and wheat belts. 

Corps of Chaplains—The Chief of Chaplains, Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) Luther Deck 
Miller, gave the invocation and benediction at a dinner sponsored by the Evening Stat 
Club at the Willard Hotel, Washington, D. C., on 20 March. The occasion was in com 
memoration of those who lost their lives in World War II and for the returning 
members of the Club.

First Service Command—Removal of Headquarters of the First Service Com- 
mand from 808 Commonwealth Avenue, Boston, to the Army Base in South Boston, 
has been announced by Lt. Gen. O. W. Griswold, Commanding General of the Service 
Command. The physical moving of the plant took place over the week-end, so that all 
major functions of the Command were in operation by Monday morning, 25 March. 

Judge Advocate General’s Department—During the last three years more than 
8,000,000 cases of legal advice to military personnel and their dependents, at home 
and abroad, have been handled under the Army’s Legal Assistance Plan. Operated 
by the Judge Advocate General’s Department in cooperation with the American Bar 
Association, the Legal Assistance Plan has just observed its third anniversary. 

The program of legal aid has been carried on by staff judge advocates and attor- 
neys in the service assigned as Legal Assistance Officers at most,of the Army posts 
in the United States and at many overseas installations. Assisting in the work are 
approximately 27,000 civilian attorneys belonging to the bar associations of the 48 
States and the District of Columbia or to local legal aid societies. 

Quartermaster Corps—Col. Lewis P. Jordan, Executive Officer of the Jefferson- 
ville Quartermaster Depot, has gone on temporary duty to head the Quartermaster 
Séction of the Army Group in “Operations Crossroads,” the Joint Army-Navy Atomic 
Bomb Tests, it was announced by Col. I. 8S. Dierking, Acting Commanding Officer 
of the Depot. Colonel Jordan will supervise the testing of the effects of the bomb on 
hundreds of Quartermaster items of supply. 

The Quartermaster Corps has perfected a new use for the Army’s three-dimen- 
sional photography technique for more accurate inspection of textile materials 
destined to go into Army clothing and other fabric material. The new method of 
inspection, involving the use of vectographs or three-dimensional photographs, is the 
result of experiments started in 1943 to establish uniform standards of inspection 
for all items procured by the Quartermaster Corps. 

Medical Department—Brig. Gen. Guy Blair Denit, thrice decorated for his out- 
standing performance as Chief Surgeon of General MacArthur’s Pacific Forces, has 
been appointed Chief of Operations Service, Office of The Surgeon General. There are 
five divisions in the Operations Service: Hospital and Domestic Operations, Mobiliza- 
tion and Overseas Operations, Training, Resources Analysis, and Special Planning 
Division. 

In announcing General Denit’s appointment, Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, The 
Surgeon General, said: “The Medical Department is fortunate in having General 
Denit available for this important assignment. Throughout his Army career, during 
which he has been untiring in his efforts to improve standards of Army medical care, 
he has consistently demonstrated outstanding ability to cope with the unexpected and 
to adapt existing facilities and personnel to unusual situations. 

“This ability was never fhore amply demonstrated than during his participation 
of almost two years in the Pacific war, first as Chief Surgeon of the Southwest Pacific 
Area and, later, as Chief Surgeon of all Army Forces throughout the Pacific. Prior 
to his Pacific service, he served in a superior manner as Surgeon of the Atlantic Base 
Section at Casablanca.” 


> NAVY. The Navy policy on announcing retirements took an about face this 
week, with a recapitulation of flag officers retired since V-J Day. 

Now the Navy has announced that 23 Admirals and 10 Commodores have been 
retired, and 34 Admirals and 8 Comnf$dores re-retired after having been recalled to 
active duty during the war. Many other Commodores have reverted to lower ranks. 

Vice Admiral William §S. Pye, recently retired, has purchased the rectory of 
Trinity Church in Newport, R. I., for a future home for himself and Mrs. Pye. Ad- 
miral Pye served at Newport during the war. 

At the Newport Torpedo Station, a reportedly silent evacuation by the Navy 
has been halted following much pressure of Newport citizens through their Congress- 
men on Secretary Forrestal. Equipment was reported packed and loaded for trans- 
portation to the Forest Park, Ill., ordnance plant, but is now being uncrated, it is 
said. Newporters claimed that the Navy was pulling out of the well-known station 
there, and would make the Forest Park plant its number one torpedo station. 

The Navy’s V-12 college program will be ended by 1 July, but by that time very 
few students will be affected. Naval Reserve directors say the program has been 
tapering off for some time. The Naval ROTC units will absorb students who wish to 
continue Navy training. 

The annual Poor Richard club luncheon in Philadelphia will honor Rear Ad- 
miral Charles E. Rosendahl for heroism displayed as Commanding Officer of the 
cruiser Minneapolis against Japanese forces in the Solomons campaign 30 Nov. 1942. 
He is best known as pre-war lighter-than-air expert, having commanded the dirigibles 
Los Angeles and Akron, and now commands the LTA station at Lakehurst, N. J. 
The award will be made 2 April. 


> NATIONAL GUARD. Maj. Gen. Butler D. Miltonberger, chief of the Na- 
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tional Guard Bureau, announced this week that 16 states and the District of Columbia 
have accepted their state National Guard troop allotments made early in February. 
The acceptances to date will account for the formal activation of more than 175,000 
of the proposed total strength of 622,500 officers and enlisted men. General Milton- 
berger said that it is expected that confirmation of all troop allotments will be com- 
pleted in April. 

Governor John O. Pastore of Rhode Island, replying to the proposed allotment 
of troops for his state, said that the allotment of Field Artillery was a disappointment. 
Prior to the war, Governor Pastore said, Rhode Island maintained an artillery brigade 
headquarters and a regiment of Field Artillery. When the 48rd Division was tri- 
angularized the Artillery brigade headquarters became division Artillery headquar- 
ters and the 108rd Field Artillery was separated into the 108rd Field Artillery Bat- 
talion and the 169th Field Artillery Battalion. It is his belief that in addition to the 
division Artillery, two battalions of Field Artillery should be allowed instead of one. 
The state would be willing to dispense with the Quartermaster and Ordnance Com- 
panies and the Aircraft Control and Warning Squadron if they could be replaced 
by the 169th Field Artillery Battalion. Governor Pastore has suggested dates for 
commencing activation of units covering a period from 1 May to 1 Sept., with dates 
for Coast Artillery Group and 152nd Fighter Squadron left open until facilities are 
available. At present there is no field available in Rhode Island which meets minimum 
requirements for a fighter squadron. The Naval Air facility at Charlestown, R. L., 
would serve as a base for the squadron and the National Guard Bureau has been 
requested to attempt to obtain some space at the station for that purpose. Garage 
facilities enable the state to house about 300 vehicles. The proposed allotments have 
vehicles of various types which amount to about 1,000. With the exception of garages, 
it is believed that the present armories will be adequate for initial housing of all but 
the Coast Artillery Groups. 

Utah, it has been learned, has as yet announced nothing definite concerning plans 
under the troop allotment as the allotment as suggested by the National Guard bu- 
reau is being protested by the state. 

Maj. Gen. Ellard A. Walsh, Adjutant General of Minnesota, has announced that 
based on the allotment there was brought into being in Minnesota a Committee on 
Organization headed by Brig. Gen. Norman Hendrickson, recently Chief of Staff 
of the IX Corps, with Col. P. C. Bettenburg, former combat team commander of the 
69th Division, as vice chairman. Col. Harlan Bynell of the 34th Division and later 
the Fifth Army and Army and Navy Joint Staff and other officers with 34th Division 
service are also on the committee. They have been charged with the mission of reor- 
ganization of the National Guard in Minnesota, and will probably submit their report 
to General Walsh about 15 April. While the allotments for Minnesota have been 
tentatively accepted, General Walsh points out that formal acceptance will necessitate 
organizing an additional 26 units within the state and will require a substantial 
armory building program involving the expenditure of several millions of dollars. 
In addition, it will call for the building of more hangars for air units and a substan- 
tial expansion and development of the present field training station at Camp Ripley. 

“In the event that there be no system of universal training established by the 
Congress,” General Walsh said, “then obviously the National Guard as a whole can- 
not maintain a strength of 622,000, nor can the State of Minnesota maintain a strength 
of 13,490 on a purely volunteer basis unless powerful incentives and inducements 
are provided, and even then the maintenance of such a strength would be problemat- 
ical.” 

His state, General Walsh said, has prided itself on the general efficiency of the 
National Guard and is desirous of doing its full share in matters pertaining to the 
common defense and is ready and willing to support and maintain the force indicated, 
providing the Federal Government recognizes that it should bear the burden of cost 
for these organizations and units not essential for the internal security of the State. 





» MARINE CORPS. The first of three boards to consider Marine Corps officers 
for retirement met 26 March in Washington, under the new forced retirement law.

Approve Five Star Ranks 


President Truman this week signed the 
bill permitting 10 officers of the high com- 
mands to keep their advanced rank and 
full pay on the retired list. 

Conferees last week settled the differ- 
ences between the House and Senate over 
the permanent five star ranks by accept- 
ing the addition of the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps and the Commandant 
of the Coast Guard to be permanent four 
star officers and accepting the provision 
for full active duty pay for the 10 top 





ranking war officers when they are re 
tired from active duty. 

Dnacted into law by the signature of 
the President has been H. J. Res. 243, 
legislation tendering the thanks of Con- 
gress to General of the Army George ©, 
Marshall and Admiral of the Fleet Ernest 
J. King, and to the personnel of the Army 
and Navy who fought under their com- 
mand during the Second World War. In 
addition, the President is supposed to 
cause medals to be struck and presented 
to General Marshall and Admiral King 
in the name of the people of the United 
States.

Obituaries 


Brig. Gen. David L. Brainard, last sur- 
vivor of the ill-fated Greely Arctic expe- 
dition in 1881-4, died in Washington, D. 
C., on 22 March at the age of 89. 

General Brainard’s first adventure was in 
action against the Indians in Montana in 
1877, a year after Custer’s stand. 

In 1881 he sailed as a Sergeant with Horace 
Greely’s expedition for the Arctic. A party 
of which he was a member crossed the frozen 
straits to the coast of Grienland and made 
what was then the greatest northward ad- 


vance toward the North Pole, within 600 
miles. 
Equipment and supplies were consumed 


without replacement, as suppli.s failed to 
reach the expedition in adequate quantity. 
The party moved south, and in January, 1854, 
the first man died of starvation. By June, 
1884, only seven of the party remained alive, 
and were picked up by a relief party headed 
by Commodore Winfield Scott Schley. 

Soon after his return to the United States, 
Sergeant Brainard was commissioned, and in 
1917 he became brigadier general, and in 1918 
was retired. 

He had- been awarded the Back Grant of 
the Royal Geographic Society, the Explorer's 
Medal, the Purple Heart, and the Charles P. 
Daly gold medal by the American Geograph- 
ical Society for Arctic explorations, He wrote 
two books, “Outpost of the Lost” and “Si 
Came Back.”

Thomas M. Stack, U. 8. Army War- 
rant Officer who served in the Spanish- 
American War and World War 1, died 
19 February in San Francisco. 

Mr. Stack was born in Dublin, Ireland, 28 
May 1878, but grew to manhood in San Diego, 
Calif., where his family had moved. He served 
in the Navy during the Spanish-American 
War, then as a civilian employee in the Army 
Transport Service in Manila, San Diego, and 
various other stations in the United States 


until 1914, when he was assigned to duty 
on the Mexican Border. 
In 1916 he was appointed a Field Clerk, 


Quartermaster Corps, and was a member of 
the party that accompanied General Pershing 
to France in 1917. After service in France 
in World War I he served in California and 
at Nagasaki, Japan. He was appointed a 
Warrant Officer in 1926 and served at various 
stations in California until his retirement in 
1940, at his own request. He had many friends

Vice Admiral Howard L. Vickery died 
on 21 March at Palm Springs, Calif., and 
was buried with military honors in Ar- 
lington National Cemetery on 27 March. 

Vice Admiral Vickery was born in Bellevue, 
Ohio, 20 April 1892, attended the U. S. Naval 
Academy, and was graduated in 1915. He was 
assigned to ships on convoy duty during 
World War I. 

At the end of the war he became prominent 
in the Navy Department as an expert on ship 
construction and repair, and in 1937 joined 
the War Shipping Administration as 
tant to Vice Adm, Emory 8S. Land. 

From 1940 to 1 January 1946 he was Vice 
Chairman of the U. S. Maritime Commission, 
in charge of the rapidly-growing war con- 
struction program. It was he who, at the re- 
quest of President Roosevelt for 8,000,000 tons 
of shipping, induced Henry Kaiser to launch 
his huge shipbuilding program. Vice Admiral 
Vickery also advocated the use of Victory 
ships, rather than Liberty types, because of 
what he considered their value in post-war 
merchant shipping.

AA Artillery School 
(Continued from Last Week) 

The Professor of Military Science and 
Tactics Course prepares officers for as- 
signments as PMS & T at universities 
that possess ROTC units. Although it is 
a refresher course, part of the time is 
devoted to the relationship of the PMS & 
T to university and civil authorities, uni- 
versity customs, and methods of teach- 
ing. A novel feature of this course is the 
manner in which the teaching of the pre- 
scribed 22 topics is accomplished: each 
student is required to choose one or more 
of the topics, prepare a complete lesson 
plan, and present his teaching plan to the 
class for discussion. At the end of the 
course all revised lesson plans are mimeo- 
graphed for the students. 

Two separate Radar Repair and Main- 
tenance Courses are given at the Anti- 
aircraft Artillery School; one for radar 
officers and one for enlisted radar repair 
and maintenance personnel. Much of the 
subject matter in the two courses is iden- 
tical, therefore officers and enlisted men 
often are members of the same class. Al- 
though radar has the reputation of being 
a complicated subject, it has been taught 
most successfully at the Antiaircraft Ar- 
tillery School. The course includes a re- 
view of basic electrical theory, a study of 
radar circuits, an introduction to elec- 
tronics and its application to radar and 
radio. A detailed study is made of vac- 
uum tubes, oscillators, rectifiers, ampli- 
fiers, and the use of test instruments and 
equipment. Thorough and specialized in- 
struction is given in the repair and main- 
tenance of all types of radar used by An- 
tiaircraft units, together with practical 
work in power drive, control, and data 
transmission systems so that each stu- 
dent will have a complete understanding 
of integrated fire control systems, exclu- 
sive of directors. 

Two 14-week Motor Courses are includ- 
ed in the Antiaircraft Artillery School 
curriculum, one for officers and one for 
mechanics. These courses, like all of 
those given at the Antiaircraft Artillery 
School, have been made as practical as 
possible. The shops and laboratories are 
provided with all types of training aids; 
cut-aways of actual equipment have been 
made locally whenever possible. Includ- 
ed in the course of instruction are opera- 
tion of a motor pool, driver selection and 
training, convoy planning and operation, 
loading of vehicles, and detailed instruc- 
tion on maintenance and repair of every 
part of engine and chassis. The officers 
as well as the enlisted men learn all de- 
tails of repair work by actually perform- 
ing the work in the shop. 

Although the Enlisted Master Gunner 
Course is but fourteen weeks long, it is 
so comprehensive that the graduating 
students are master gunners in every 
sense of the word. Part of the work is 
devoted to the mathematics needed by 
artillerymen, engineering drawing, plane 
surveying, map and photograph reading. 
After this basic work, the students spe- 
cialize in Antiaircraft Artillery gunnery, 
concentrating on meteorology so that 
each student can determine independent- 
ly the meteorological data needed by an 
Antiaircraft Artillery organization. 
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The Non-Commissioned Officers’ Course 
runs for fourteen weeks and was designed 
to prepare selected non-commissioned of- 
ficers and enlisted men for duty in Anti- 
aircraft batteries. The training includes 
a review of the School of the Soldier, and 
practical work in teaching basic training 
subjects. Also included in this course are 
battery administration, supply and prop- 
erty records, Articles of War, leadership, 
discipline and morale, and technique of 
Antiaircraft Artillery up to and includ. 
ing the duties of section leaders. It is the 
hope of the Antiairecraft Artillery School 
that this course will be able to supply 
trained non-commissioned officers to An- 
tiaircraft Artillery organizations, most 
of which have lost all of their trained 
personnel through the point system. The 
lack of good non-commissioned officers is 
now apparent in all branches of the ser- 
vice. It is felt that courses similar to the 
one outlined above should be organized 
at all service schools. 

The Fire Control Course. Probably no 
other phase of Antiaircraft Artillery is 
as important as fire control. Usually 
there is time to emplace guns properly, 
time to orient and synchronize equip- 
ment, and to do it all over again if it does 
not come out right the first time. But 
with fire control the situation is slightly 
different; an enemy plane rarely wastes 
time in flying over our positions once we 
begin firing and rarely comes back to give 
us another chance. We must get hits the 
first time or none at all. Thus it is evi- 
dent that fire control is one of the most 
important phases of the Antiaircraft art. 
Two twenty week Fire Control Courses 
are offered to enlisted men; one for men 
specializing in 90mm and 120mm guns, 
and one for men specializing in 40mm 
guns. Both courses include a review of 
basie electricity, mathematics, and me- 
chanics as a foundation for specialized 
instruction in directors, remote control 
equipment, fuse setters, use of radar in 
heavy gun batteries, and sighting sys- 
tems in light Antiaircraft. Graduates of 
this course are able to adjust and main- 
tain fire control equipment used by all 
Antiaircraft batteries. 


The Searchlight Electricians’ Course 
was designed to train specialists who 


would be able to operate, maintain, and 
adjust searchlights and component parts 
thereof. The students study direct and 
alternating current, mathematics, and 
mechanics as applied to Antiaircraft Ar 
tillery. A major portion of the time in 
this course is devoted to searchlight trou 
ble shooting, and first and second echelon 
maintenance. 

Enlisted men enrolled in the Artillery 
Mechanics’ Course devote a total of four- 
teen weeks to the assembly, disassembly, 
functions, adjustments, care, and main 
tenance of Antiaircraft guns. In this 
course practical work is stressed so that 
each man is able to disassemble and as- 
semble all Antiaircarft guns and make 
such adjustments as are necessary to 
keep all parts functioning properly. 

Facilities 

The Antiaircraft Artillery School 
maintains a display of captured German, 
Italian, and Japanese antiaircraft mate- 
riel that is used for instructional pur- 
poses. Among the materiel are included 
a German K-36 fire control director, two 
models of the German 88mm gun, the 
Japanese 120mm dual purpose gun, and 
a wide variety of automatic weapons 
ranging from the small Japanese 7.7mm 
machine gun through such types as the 
German 20mm automatic cannon to the 
Japanese 25mm pompom. These weapons 
have been of particularly interest to Air 
Force officers, attending the Air Officers’ 
Course, who had to fly through enemy 
Flak during the war. Some of the wea 
pons have been test fired by the Anti- 
aircraft Artillery School to determine op- 
erating characteristics. 

Undoubtedly the largest collection of 
AAA documents in the world has been 
filed at the School library. There are 
over 32,000 documents pertaining to An- 
tiaircraft phases of military engineering, 
military science, and the history of 
World War II. The collection is consult- 
ed by Army Ground Forces boards for 
material on German developments of 
ground-to-air guided missiles, and was 
contributing factor in furnishing infor- 
mation for reassembling German rockets. 
The collection also furnishes the neces- 
sary detailed technical data for testing 
and firing almost every piece of German

and Japanese antiaircraft materiel. In 
addition, the library has accumulated 
over 6,000 books, the largest part of which 
consists of technical references on every 
conceivable phase of knowledge that 
might pertain to the antiaircraft artil 
lery problem. Like the School, the Li- 
brary is yet young, but the School is con- 
tinuing its efforts to make it the most out- 

standing establishment of its kind. 

There are six excellent firing ranges 
within a few hours’ drive of Fort Bliss: 
the Hueco Range which is used for auto- 
matic weapons firing, the Dona Ana 
Range which is used for antiaircraft and 
automatic weapons firing, the Oro 
Grande Range which is used for 90mm 
and 120mm firing, Alvarado and Castner 
Ranges which are used for anti-mechan- 
ized firing, and the White Sands Proving 
Grounds which is used in conjunction 
with Army Service Forces for the testing 
of guided missiles. It is believed that 
firing ranges as excellent as these, with 
their extremely wide safe angles of fire 
and their beautiful climate, could not be 
developed anywhere else in the country. 

Projects 

The rapid improvement of AAA mate- 
riel during the war presented units in 
the field with the urgent problem of keep- 
ing abreast with new 
equipment, technique, and doctrine. To 
meet this problem in Europe, Colonel 
James E. McGraw of the AAA Board or- 
ganized three instruction teams com- 
posed of specialists in gun materiel and 
radar technique. These teams acted in a 
purely advisory and instructional capac- 


ity, going from unit to unit answering 
questions and teaching new methods 


rather than inspecting. The three orig- 
inal teams were so successful and in such 
great demand that Hq., ETO, requested 
more of the same type. As a result, the 
AAA School trained a total of twenty-six 
instruction teams, seventeen of which 
went to Europe and the rest to the Pa- 
cific. The School organized teams not 
only of gun specialists, but also of auto- 
matic weapons and searchlight special- 
ists. It is the general consensus of all 
concerned that these teams performed 
exceedingly well, contributed materially 
to the success of AAA field operations, 
and should be considered a part of Anti- 
aircraft organization. 

Of current interest at the Antiaircraft 
Artillery School is an extensive Flak 
Analysis Test Firing Project whose pri- 
mary objective is to obtain basic data on 
the accuracy of antiaircraft fire using 
our most modern weapons against tar- 
gets flying under a wide variety of condi 
tions. It is contemplated that records 
will be obtained photographically on ap- 
proximately 12,000 rounds fired with 
90mm guns, and 5,000 rounds fired with 
40mm guns. In addition to determining 
how far each burst was from the target, 
these records make it possible to deter- 
mine accurately the target’s position, 
speed, and direction of flight at all times. 
It will also be possible to determine, with- 
in limits, how much of the total error 
was contributed by each piece of equip- 
ment involved in the firing. This requires 
the recording of data which is not ob- 
tained during the firing of\a normal tar- 
get practice. Due to safety regulations 
and performance limitations of towing 
planes, it is impossible to fire on all 
courses for which records are required. 
On such courses “dry firing” is being con- 
ducted, and the records from this firing 
give all of the required information ex- 
cept for the ballistic performance of the 
guns. When the information obtained by 
the Project has been put into suitable 
form, it will be used by the Air Forces 
in the study of methods to minimize loss 
and damage from antiaircraft fire 
through the choice of least vulnerable 
formations, of the optimum altitudes of 
attack, and, in combat, of the least dan- 
£erous route of approach to a specific tar- 
get. It will provide Air Staff Officers with 
information on which to predict relative 
losses of planes over potential targets, 
thereby greatly assisting Air Force com- 
manders in target selection. The 
information will be used also in a critical 
evaluation of our own tactical doctrines 
on the emplacement of antiaircraft wea- 
pons. The information on the behavior 
of individual items of equipment will pro- 
vide basic data suitable for future re- 
Search and development of antiaircraft 
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artillery materiel, and in particular, will 

indicate the maximum accuracy obtain- 

able through improvement of present 
weapons. 

Ever watchful for new developments, 
the Antiaircraft Artillery School has or- 
ganized the lst AAA Guided Missile Bat- 
talion for the purpose of assisting the 
Army Service Forces in the development 
of ground-to-air guided missiles. Addi- 
tional functions of the battalion are to 
formulate guided missile tactical doc- 
trine and to determine suitable Tables of 
Organization and Equipment. This bat- 
talion consists not only of Antiaircraft 
personnel, but also of Ordnance and Sig- 
nal Corps officers who have _ recently 
donned the cross cannon and projectile. 

As new developments and doctrine are 
tested and proved, it is imperative that 
they be widely disseminated to all in- 
terested personnel and incorporated in 
school instruction at the earliest prac- 
ticable date. With this aim in mind, the 
Training Literature and Visual Aids De- 
partment prepares, revises, and changes 
all Antiaircraft Artillery training and 
technical manuals, training films and 
film strips, training circulars, technical 
and informational pamphlets, and many 
of the training aids used in school instruc- 
tion. 

In December, 1945, another army tradi- 
tion was broken at the Antiaircraft Artil- 
lery School. Students from the Texas 
College of Mines and Metallurgy physics 
courses attended a special lecture and 
demonstration on the principles of radar. 
This initial lecture was so successful that 
it resulted in the formulation of plans 
for a series of lectures and demonstra- 
tions on antiaircraft materiel, technique, 
fire control equipment, and a demonstra- 
tion of firing at radio controlled planes. 
Thus the students will be able to see the 
practical application of electronic and 
mathematical theories learned in class. 
It is the hope of the Antiaircraft Artil- 
lery School that similar public relations 
programs will be initiated throughout the 
army in the form of travelling demonstra- 
tion teams. 

Task 

It seems certain that the initiation and 
prosecution of major wars of the future 
will differ fundamentally from those of 
the past. Three events have occurred al- 
most simultaneously in the immediate 
past which lead to that conclusion. They 
are: 

First; The belated appreciation of the 
capabilities and wide application of the 
reaction motor. 

Second ; The application of the science of 
electronics to the solution of military 
problems. 

Third; The development of practical 
methods for the explosive release of 
nuclear energy. 

The integration of these three things 
points to the production of weapons which 
are capable of immediate application, of 
infinite destructive power, and of un- 
limited range and control. Since our 
country is non-aggressive in its interna- 
tional attitude, it must prepare to defend 
itself against possible aggressive enemies. 
To this end the AAA School emphasizes 
research, analysis and development in 
new and untried fields in order that every 
“super missile” of the future may be de- 
stroyed before it crosses our shores. 





Army Retirement Bill 
(Continued from first page) 

Section 202 repeals present law with 
minor modifications. “Existing law pro- 
vides that officers with 15 to 29 years’ 
service may retire in the discretion of 
the Secretary of War with 2% per cent 
per year. It provides that anyone who 
served in the military or naval forces 
prior to 1918 shall upon his own applica- 
tion be retired at 75 per cent pay. A frac- 
tional part of a year of 6 months or more 
equals one year. Section 202 would re- 
quire that at least 50 per cent of the in- 
dividuals service must have been com- 
missioned. This corresponds to the Na- 
val Act. The six month fraction is elimi- 
nated and the 15-29 limits are changed to 
15-30 years.” 

In this section is a provision that ex- 
cepts officers appointed subsequent to 1 
Jan. 1946 from the statutory right to re- 
tirement because of service prior to No- 
vember 1918. “This includes a group of 
officers who have gone out of the Army 
after 1918 and remained out over a long 
period of time or a period of time and

who have come back in. Technically, they 
had military service prior to 1918 which 
had not been continuous since.” According 
to General Swift, the object of the provi- 
sion “is to keep an officer in that cate- 
gory from having a statutory right to re- 
tirement the day he comes in the Regular 
Army.” 

Section 208 applies the provisions of 
section 202 to all officers, warrant offi- 
cers, and flight officers of all components 
with respect to retirement pay benefits.” 
The Secretary of War determines the 
eligibility of a non-Regular to retirement 
pay and the Veterans’ Administration 
would administer payments. 

Section 204 has to do with the promo- 
tion list. “The present law provides that 
each promotion-list officer shall be as- 
sumed to have, for promotion purposes, 
at least the same length of service as any 
officer junior to him on the promotion 
list.” This section broadens present law 
by “providing that any officer on the pro- 
motion list is deemed to have at least the 
same length of service for retirement pur- 
poses as any officer junior to him on such 
list and similarly for the non-promotion 
list.” According to General Swift, this is 
necessary to equalize the status of prewar 
regular officers and those appointed since 
January 1946, from the Reserves and the 
Army of the United States. 

“Section 205 provides that officers, 
nurses, warrant officers, and enlisted men 
of the Regular Army or Reserve com- 
ponents where otherwise eligible for re- 
tirement, Shall be retired in the highest 
wartime grade which they held satisfac 
torily. This is identical with the Navy 
provision.” 

“The retired pay of Regular Army war- 
rant officers, flight officers and enlisted 
men who held temporary commissions 
during the war is limited to that of the 
4th pay period, the pay of a major.” This 
is not in the Navy bill. “To equalize the 
two this restriction will have to come 
out.” 

This section has a proviso “which pro 
hibits a Regular Army officer from utiliz- 
ing his wartime grade for retirement un- 
til he has had 28 years’ service, reaches 
the 6th pay period or attained a perma- 
nent grade which is one below his war- 
time grade. That would be the grade of 
colonel.” 

Continuing, General Swift said “This 
restriction may violate the principle or 
equity but it is essential that relatively 
young and efficient officers who held high 
temporary rank during the war be re 
tained in the service. That restriction is 
not in the Navy law” and “It does not ap- 
ply to enlisted men.” “We have some very 
young officers, particularly in the Air 
Corps, for example, and paratroops, that 
attained very high ranks. We say that 
that man may retire in his wartime rank, 
and if he did retire now he might retire 
as a major general.” 

“The War Department thinks that they 
would not be justified in letting their men 
retire with 15 years of service as a major 
general because he served in the war as a 
major general, although he may have 
started in the war as a captain. He went 
to make him stay in the Army for 28 
years’ service or for a reasonable time 
because he can use that wartime rank for 
retirement, some day.” 

Section 206 provides for regulations by 
the Secretary of War and has the usual 
saving clause and the no back pay or al 
lowances. 

In concluding, General Swift stated 
that 3700 National Guard and Reserve 
officers have had 15 years’ Federal ser- 
vice. “The proposal here contemplates 
keeping the 15 year law but broadening 
the law to the extent that any officer with 
the same Federal service may utilize the 
same retirement privileges. However, 
that does put the Army in a much more 
favorable position than the Navy.” “We 
have a 20-year limit for enlisted men. If 
you raise the limit to the 20 year limit 
you will have the Army and Navy officers 
and enlisted men all on the same basis, 
and that is good reason for raising it in 
my opinion.” 





Restore Naval Officer 


The Senate Naval Committee this week 
reported favorably a bill, introduced at 
the request of the Navy Department, to 
authorize restoration to the active list of 
Comdr. Philip Niekum, jr. 

The purpose of the bill is to correct 
what the Navy Department has deter- 
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mined to have been an injustice to the 
officer in question when he was placed on 
the retired list in 1941. In 1940 Com- 
mander Niekum’s name was presented to 
a selection board. At that time he was 
under medical treatment for an injury 
suffered incident to service. Before the 
board had completed its duties his name 
was withdrawn and later resubmitted. 
After final selection the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery disagreed with the find- 
ings of the board. 

In consequence of the above Command- 
er Niekum’s contemporaries on the active 
list were promoted ahead of him. The 
bill would restore him to the active list 
and restore seniority lost. 








Naval Officer Schools 


Applications are desired from line and 
staff officers of the Navy for schooling 
and specialist duty in several fields in 
preparation for post-war duties. 

With few exceptions, the courses are 
open only to Regular Navy officers or to 
reserve and temporary officers who have 
requested permanent status as USN. The 
courses and those from whom applica- 
tions are desired are as follows: 

Combat Information Center including 
fighter direction class convening 4 May at 
NRTS, St. Simons L., Ga., for aviators of Lt. 
Comdr. and below. (NavAct 31). 

Aerology, one-year post-graduate course 
convening July 1946, for USNA classes "37 to 
‘44 inclusive, and non-Avademy officers with 
corresponding precedence. (NavAct 32). 

Operating Engin ering, one-year  post- 
graduate course convening July 10946, for of- 
ficers with schooling through differential and 
integral calculus, not yet 30 years old. (Nav- 
Act 33). 

Electronics, 20 months course convening 30 
Sept. at MIT, for officers with equivalent of 
two years electrical engineering including 
differential and integral calculus and physics. 
(NavAct 38). 

In addition to the schooling, applica- 
tions are desired for officers interested 
in specialized work: 

Officers having merchandising background 
or desirous of training and experience, with 
future assignments in combined ship's serv- 
ice, ship's stores and commissary stores, are 
sought for transfer to Supply Corps or from 
Supply Corps officers, all of whom will be 
trained for this duty. (NavAect 35). 

Photographic development work requires 
appointment of photographic specialists in 
Regular Navy, as line officers until legisla- 
tion is obtained to establish them for spe- 
cialist duty only, from reserve and temporary 
officers qualified in technical phases of devel- 
opment work and making and procurement 
of motion pictures and slide training films. 
(NavAct 36). 

For appointment as Public Information Of- 
ficers, from reserve and temporary officers, to 
be line officers until legislation is obtained 
to establish them as specialist duty only, 
with degrees in journalism or experience in 
public relations. (NavAct 37), 





Study Army Justice System 


Secretary of War Patterson announced 
this week the appointment of a civilian 
committee to review the administra- 
tion of military justice within the Army 
and to recommend revisions in the 
Army’s courts-martial procedure and 
changes in existing military laws and 
regulations if such are found necessary 
or appropriate. 

The War Department requested the 
American Bar Association to select from 
the membership of the association a com- 
mittee for this purpose. In accordance 
with this request, Mr. Willis Smith, pres- 
ident of the American Bar Association, 
nominated the following, who have been 
appointed by Secretary Patterson to 
serve as the War Department Advisory 
Committee on Military Justice: 

Chairman Arthur T. Vanderbilt, of Newark,

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DE’s Through Indian Ocean 


Five Destroyer Escorts will leave Hong 
Kong 1 April to return to the United 
States via the Indian Ocean, Suez Canal 
and the Mediterranean. 

Although this route to the east coast 
is no longer than that through the 
Panama Canal, the five DE’s forming 
Fscort Division 50 are the first Pacific 
Fleet ships to be sent home in this direc- 
tion. 

The division will stop for two or three 
days each at Singapore, Colombo, Aden, 
Alexandria, Naples, perhaps another 
Mediterranean port, and probably at 
Funchal, Maderia, in the Atlantic, the 
Navy announced. 

The USS Missouri will not be encoun- 
tered, however, as she will be at Tan- 
gier, about to return to the United States 
on 28 April, when the Destroyer Escorts 
first enter the Mediterranean.

Rate Cuts Proposed By RCA 

Drastic reductions in international 
telegraph rates are proposed by Thomp- 
son H. Mitchell, Executive Vice President 
of RCA Communications, Inc., under 
tariff schedules filed 26 March by RCA 
Communications with the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. 

Rates would be reduced to not more 
than thirty cents per full-rate word from 
all places within the United States to 
all points of the world where communi- 
cations services now are available. 
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Schools are now being set up within the 
major commands of USFET for the training 
of Savings and Insurance officers for all units.

Bernard M. Baruch, appearing this 
week before the House Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee on the proposed exten- 
sion of the price and wage stabilization 
act of 1942 for at least another year after 
30 June, asserted that increased produc- 
tion is the key to the present situation. 

Calling on Congress for extension of 
price and wage controls, Mr. Baruch also 
asked establishment of a “high court of 
commerce” to remedy inflationary dam- 
age, outlawing of strikes for a year, and 
opposition to all foreign loans except for 
direct needs until domestic production 
reaches the level of domestic demands. 

Securities and Exchange Commission 


Chairman Purcell said this week that 
suggested amendments to the Holding 
Company Act by industry witnesses 


would be the same as rewriting the act. 
Testifying before a House Interstate sub- 
committee, Mr. Purcell said changes pro- 
posed exceeded the committee’s inten- 
tions, which, he said, were to plug loop- 
holes in the act. 

Government income has exceeded ex- 
penditures for the second consecutive 
month since the war. In the first 21 days 
of March, the Government made a profit 
of $370 million. Collections, including 
final tax payments for 1945, were $3,972 
million, compared with $4,310 million for 
the same period last year. Last year, 
however, the deficit for the same period 
was $2 billion. Decline in Federal ex- 
penditures is due, of course, to the drop 
in war spending. The tax payment drop 
results. from the end of the excess profits 
tax, reconversion personnel layoffs and 
strikes. In the fiscal year to date the 
deficit of $19,205 million is about half 
that accumulated in last year’s cor- 
responding period. 





Unused Accumulated Leave 


To enable officers placed on the retired 
list to have the benefit of unused leave 
accumulated before retirement, Senator 
Kilgore, West Va., has this. week intro- 
duced S. 1982. 

The legislation would apply to any com- 
missioned officer of the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, Coast Guard, or of any of 
their respective components who after 7 
Dec. 1941, were or are placed on the re- 
tired list without having used leave ac- 
cumulated while on active duty. 

By the terms of the bill, such unused 
leave time would be credited to him for 
use during any subsequent period of ac- 
tive duty or he would, upon application, 
be paid at a rate equal to the difference 
between the rate of pay and allowances 
received by him at the date of his retire- 
ment and the rate of his retired pay. 





Gen. Wedemeyer Returning 
Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer has com- 
pleted plans for leaving his post as U. 
S. commander in China to return to the 
United States 2 April for a sinus opera- 
tion. Lt. Gen. Alvan G. Gillem, jr., will 
be in command in his absence. 
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Merchant Marine 


Restoration of peacetime operation of 
the U. S. Merchant Marine is well under 
way with the return of nearly 500 ves- 
sels to their owners. Latest reports show 
a total of 322 tankers, 141 dry cargo 
ships, five passenger ships, three barges 
and one cable vessel have been released. 

At the same time, ships seriously dam- 
aged or no longer needed in current op- 
erations are being added to a “tem- 
porary reserve fleet.” By 15 March a 
total of 482 vessels had been tied up in 


sanctuaries, according to the Maritime 
Commission. The James River, Va., 


sanctuary is anchorage for 235 ships; 
Suisun Bay, Calif., for 182; and Mobile 
River, Ala., for 60. Williamette River, 
Portland, Ore., was first used as anchor- 
age during the last month. 

Two troopships, the General M. C. 
Meigs (AP 116) and General W. H. 
Gordon (AP 117), have completed war- 
time Navy assignments and are to be 
converted to peacetime passenger use on 
Pacific routes. With accommodations for 
5,000 troops and speed of 20 knots, the 
vessels will be converted in San Fran- 
cisco, and on completion will carry some 
600 passengers and have approximately 
5,000 deadweight tons of cargo carrying 
capacity. 

It was announced previously that six 
attack transport vessels (APA) will be 
allocated to the five State Maritime 
Academies and the U. S. Merchant Ma- 


rine Cadet Corps for use as training 
ships. They will accommodate 267 
trainees. 


Eleven cargo vessels will be built for 
the French government by a Tampa ship- 
building company, including five coastal 
freighters originally laid down for the 
Maritime Commission but sold to the 
French last January. In addition, six 
motor cargo ships will be constructed. 

Ocean-going and harbor tugs, declared 
surplus to government needs. are being 
offered for sale under competitive bids. 
Two 148-feet diesel-powered steel-hull 
AT.A’s are located at Orange, Texas, and 
four 93-feet, steel-hull harbor tugs are 
distributed with two in New York City 
and two in the Wilmington-San Pedro, 
Calif. area. 

By 15 March, the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration had sold and delivered 207 
small vessels used by the services during 
the war for a total of nearly $3,600,000. 
The sales included power yachts, motor 
boats, fishing vessels, and miscellaneous 
commercial and pleasure craft. Sealed 
bids on 22 other small craft will be 
opened 1 April. Of these, 18 are 83-feet 
Sterling Viking-powered wooden hulled 
vessels used by the Coast Guard, and are 
at the Coast Guard yard at Curtis Bay, 
Md. 

Bids will soon be let on 17 liquid cargo 
barges, 10 wooden cargo barges, 11 acid 
carrying tank barges, and a tanker, the 
George F. Downey, all of which are sur- 
plus. The tanker will be scrapped. 

Capt. Jones F. Devlin, jr., has been ap- 
pointed Director of the War Shipping Ad- 
minisrtation’s Division of Vessel Opera- 
tions, with headquarters in Washington. 
He succeeds Capt. William H. Lee, who 
will retire and return to the United 
States Lines.

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Higher Pay For Higher Command 

An officer who while serving with 
troops operating against an enemy exer- 
cised a command above that relative to 
his grade is entitled to the pay and allow- 
ances of the grade appropriate to the 
higher command, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral held in a decision made public this 
week. 

The decision was handed down in the 
case of Maj. Bertrand C. Fowler, SC, 
Headquarters, 932nd Signal Battalion, 
Separate (Tactical Air Command), who 
asked difference in pay and allowances 
between those authorized for a lieutenant 
colonel and those authorized for a cap- 
tain for the nine-month period during 
which, as a captain, he was in command 
of that battalion. 

The Comptroller General held that the 
provision in War Department Technical 
Manual 14-501 that “advancement of pay 
period may never go beyond the period 
next higher to that corresponding to the 
officer’s grade” has reference to automa- 
tic advancements in pay periods by rea- 
son of length of service as prescribed by 
the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, as 
amended, and has no application to the 
payment of an Army officer pursuant to 
section 7 of the act of 26 April, 1898, of 
the pay and allowances of the appropriate 
higher pay period incident to the exer- 
cise of a higher command in time of war. 

Major Fowler exercised the command 
mentioned while stationed in the United 
Kingdom, establishing and maintaining 
communications for an air command en- 
gaged in fighting the enemy. Therefore, 
the decision stood as it did even though 
the United Kingdom was excluded from 
the campaigns and battle areas by War 
Department General Orders No. 75. 

The comptroller’s summary of his deci- 
sion (No. B. 51572) follows: 

An Army officer assigned to a signal bat- 
talion of the Signal Corps—a combatant arm 
of the Army—who exercised a command 
above that relative to his grade while the 
battalion was stationed in the United King- 
dom establishing and maintaining communi- 
cations for an air command engaged in fight- 
ing the enemy is to be regarded as “serving 
with troops operating against an enemy” 
within the meaning of section 7 of the act 
of April 26, 1898, so as to be entitled there- 
under to the pay and allowances of the grade 
appropriate to the higher command so exer- 
cised, even though the United Kingdom was 
excluded from the campaigns and battle areas 
by War Department General Orders No. 75. 

In view of the express delegation of author- 
ity to certain Army commanders to designate 
“by direction of the President” a junior of 
several officers of the same grade within a 
command as commander thereof without re- 
gard to relative seniority, written orders 
amended to show the date of prior verbal or- 
ders as the effective date a junior officer re- 
ceived such a designation may be considered 
as “orders issued by competent authority” 
within the meaning of section 7 of the act 
of 26 April 1898, authorizing the pay and al- 
lowances of a higher grade for exercising a 
higher command in time of war, even though 
such amending orders did not contain the 
statement “by direction of the President.” 

The provision in paragraph 3(b) 2(s) of 
section 1, War Department Technical Manual 
14-501, that “Advancement of pay period may 
hever go beyond the pay period next higher 
to that corresponding to the officer’s grade” 
has reference to automatic advancements in 
pay periods by reason of length of service 
as prescribed by the Pay Readjustment Act 
of 1942, as amended, and has no application 
to the payment to an Army officer, pursuant 
to section 7 of the act of 26 April 1898, of the 
Pay and allowances of the appropriate higher 
Pay period incident to the exercise of higher 
command in time of war.

Army Reorganization 

It was reported this week that the re- 
port of the Simpson Board on reorgani- 
zation of the Army had received final ap- 
proval from Secretary of War Patterson, 
to be placed in effect within the next six 
weeks. 

It is probable that work has already 
been done toward preparing the War De- 
partment directives which will implement 
provisions of the Board’s recommenda- 
tions when they are placed in effect by 
an Executive Order. 


Dependents from Overseas 
For the purpose of clarifying the War 
Department policy concerning the move- 
ment of dependents at Government ex- 
pense from overseas areas to the United 
States, War Departmént Circular No. 83 
was issued 22 March. 
Included in the circular are sample ap- 
plication forms and complete details con- 
cerning requests for such movements. 





Retired Pay 

Coast Guard enlisted men who are to 
be retired for incapacity resulting from 
an incident of the service are entitled to 
be retired in the rating held at time of 
retirement, whether it be temporary or 
permanent, with retired pay of 75 per 
cent active duty pay of such rating, the 
Comptroller General has decided. 

The decision was made in the case of 
CBM (acting) Lloyd A. Flowers, USCG, 
who was retired under the provisions of 
the act of 12 April, 1902, as extended by 
the act of 28 Jan., 1915, to Coast Guard 
personnel. 





Veterans give Medals 

General of the Army Dwight D. Bisen- 
hower and General Omar N. Bradley, 
Veterans Administrator, were presented 
the Medal of Honor of the Army and 
Navy Union in a ceremony, 23 March in 
the office of the Chief of Staff before a 
group of six Congressional Medal of 
Honor winners, and officers of the vet- 
erans’ organization. 

Following the presentation of the 
medals by Henry W. Gerber, National 
Commander of the Army and Navy 
Union, the delegation visited Maj. Gen. 
Edward F. Witsell, The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, and bestowed lifetime memberships 
in the Army and Navy Union upon him 
and his aides, Col. J. B. Hobbs and Lt. 
Col. R. D. Foster. 


UN Military Force 

The United Nations military staff com- 
mittee this week began the study of pro- 
posals for an international military force. 

Estimates of the probable size of such 
a force range from 200,000 to 2,000,000. It 
is expected that the United States, Great 
Britain, Russia, France and China will 
furnish half of the force ultimately 
agreed upon, with the lesser nations fur- 
nishing the other half. 

American members on the military staff 
committee include General George C. 
Kenney, Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
and Admiral Richmond K. Turner. The 
military committee first met last winter 
in London and probably a definite offer 
will be placed before the new session. 

It has been estimated that the initial 
offer by the United States will be two to 








five divisions of ground troops and ten 
to twenty air units. Estimates of prob- 
able Naval power to be offered mention 
one or two fast carrier task forces. It is 
to be expected that the United States and 
Great Britain will furnish the bulk of 
Naval and air power furnished by the 
five nations. 

One of the major questions before the 
committee is whether the United States 
and Great Britain shall include units of 
an atomic bomb force in the proposed po- 
licing organization. 

It is known that some American air- 
men are decidedly in favor of a small 
force as our share, approximately 200,000 
men, made up largely of land-based air- 
craft units capable of delivering heavy 
strategic bombing attacks from long dis- 
tances. It is believed that Great Britain 
is in favor of a comparatively small 
initial police force. The United States 
and Great Britain hold at present vir- 
tually all strategic air units suitable for 
world policing. 
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The United States proposals have been 
coordinated by both the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and the State Department. If the 
UNO accepts these proposals they must 
then be ratified by Congress. At that time 
there may be opposition raised to the size 
of the military contribution of this coun, 
try. 

It is expected that both the United 
States and Great Britain will oppose 
worldwide deployment of the interna- 
tional force and early establishment of 
bases in various parts of the world which 
would house a mixed force from the sev- 
eral nations. 

In the event that it is decided that 
troops available for international use will 
remain in their home country until need- 
ed, the military staff committee must es- 
tablish some regulation or agreement con- 
cerning the degree of readiness in which 
troops will be maintained.
